According to New Delhi reports quoting Afghan information, the manoeuvres were 
preceded by fierce Soviet bombardmente of Afghanistan's second and third 
largest cities, Kandahar and Herat, in recent days. Thousands of people were 
killed and hundreds of homes destroyed. 


The Soviet attack on Herat, in west central Afghanistan about 96 kms from the 
border with Iran, began on November 3. Many homes in the old part of the 
elty of 150,000 people and in the suburbs were demolished and dozens of sma) | 
viliages near the city were completely destroyed as a result, said an AP 
report from New Delhi. 


The Soviet occupation forces began bombing and shelling the city of Kandahar 
with a population of over 200,000 and its suburbs on November 8. 


According to a REUTER report, Soviet troops have moved into a strategic 
corridor in northeast Afghanistan, Wakhan. "The Soviet troops have occupied 
the largely-unhabitated 300 square km (115 square miles) Wakhan corridor 
astride the Pamir Mountains, one of the world's most rugged and inaccessible 
regions, effectively sealing it off from all access except from the Soviet 
central Asian republic of Tadzhikistan to the north." 


"The Wakhan corridor lies 80 km west of Khunjurab Pass between Pakistan and 
China through which tne Karakoram Highway, the only all weather road linking 
the two countries, rune,” added the report.

Giving a iocture at a meeting under the auspices of che Royal Inetitute of inter- 
national Relations here thie evening, he said that “in the pase fifteen years, the 
Soviet eur’ace navy has steadily grown from « coastal defense force into a biue 
water nevy, powerful enough to challenge che U.S. and NATO navies in most ma jor 
ocean areas of the world, It has continually evolved toward broader missions, with 
a growing ability to exercise effective command and control on a worldwide basis, 
and ae we have seen recently in the Indian Ocean, the capability co ehifc forces 
rapidly from one ocean to another and operate chem effectively." Today the soviet 
political leadership is seneitive to the use of naval presence to influence events 
in their favor and to further the politicai and diplomatic aims of the Soviet Union, 
he added. 


"But most important, perhaps,” he pointed out, “is the recent projection of Soviet 
naval power far from Soviet home waters. it is this capability, the projection o! 
navel power far from one's geographic boundaries, which perhaps more than any otver, 
necessitates NATO to look beyond their national and Atlantic interests and embrace 

a fundamental philosophy of worldwide maritime commitment.’ He called on Weac 
European allies to etrive not only for higher priority in the Nort) Atiantic area, 
but to deter the Soviets from initiacing military accion elsewhere. 


“At the moment, NATO has maritime superiority but that superiority is diminishing. 
NATO needa to invest more money in her maricime forces,” he concluded.

Today's opening session lasted only two minutes fter che welcoming address was 
delivered by Spanish Foretan Minteter Perez-Lior the delegetes took leave one 
after another. Then at sid-night the working grou;  ceting of the conference con- 
vened. 


The Madrid corference is a Zuropean security conference called in accordance with 
the final documents signed -y heads of governrs 3 attending the Heleinki Conference 
in 1975. One other followup conference was held in Belgrade in 1977. Delegates 
hailing from 35 countries including all European nations with the exception of 
Aibania, the United States end Canada attended the conference. Ite purpose is to 
review the progrese on eienatories’ implementation of the Heleinki accords over 

the past five years, a>. che past three years in particular, and present new pro- 
posals on European eecurity and cooperation. 


Tue opposing eee and west >locs heave been deadlocked on the agenda and time table 
for the conference aince the beginning of its preparatory session on September 9. 
The focus o che controversy hinges on how much tine to devote to the review of 


the implementation of che final documente of the Helsinki accords dealing with 
humen cights. The ‘otted States end ite Western allies have been pressing for an 
extensive review of implementation of the eccords so as to condemn the Soviet Union 
‘or (te armed invasion of Afghanistan and ite represeion of human rights at home. 
The Sovtet Union and some East European countries tried by every means to curtail 
the review in « bid to extricate the Soviet Union from denunciation. The two sides, 
therefore, falled to achieve any sort of unanimity of views on the scheduled con- 
ference. 


Early this morning, Fore!tgn Minister Perez-Llorce of Spain, the host country, met 
with the delegates from the U.S., the U.S.S.R. and other countries in order to 


bring about a mediation. But the Soviet Union, adhering to its original stand, 
wanted to continue ¢ ‘e) Che preparatory session open and threatened to turn 

down the agreement already reached on the continuity of the security conference. 

As a resuit, Che conference scheduled to open at 11 a.m. this morning was postponed 


time and again. The U.S. ana some of its allies strongly demanded that the con- 
ference should either be officially opened as scheduled or called off. After going 
through hard bargaining, the Soviet Union and the United States finally decided to 
convene the cosference withcut en agence for both were reluctant to take respon- 
eibiiity for the aborcion of the conference.

PAC'S SLOGANS OF PAST 30 YEARS REVIEWED

{Article by Hone Shi [1738 1102): “On ‘Promoting Whet Ie Proletarian and Liqui- 
dating What ta Bourgeote'”! 


[Text) With civilfgation dating 5,000 years back, China is not only known for 

its civil and polite conversations and literary works full of unfathomable wisdom, 
but alao renowned for {te popular political slogans in the form of well-orchestrated 
verses and poeme that can be easily remembered but hardly comprehended by the 
people, Although books were burned and echolare presecuted during the Great Cul- 
tura! Revolution, stereotyped political phrases and terms were abundant in the 

form of eulogy, criciciem, inetructione from the highest authority and confessions 
from demone and monectere which seemed lending new lustre to the Chinese culture. 


The most unpopular of a!) was « four-Chinese character slogan entitled "Attack 

by reasoning, defend by force,” which cost countless people's lives and countless 
others disabled. fh. moet soul-stirring of all was another four-character slogan: 
"Combat self-inte est, ertticize revistoniem,” which carried an uncontested pover 
to criticize ana condemn almost anyone and everyone, including the then chief of 
state. The soet plauetbie of all was "Seek truth from facte” despite the fact that 
it was not even heeded by the Party Central Committee, which still wanted to con- 
cenl something from the people when Liu Shaoqi was rehabilitated. The most amazing 
of ai| wae “Hold che key link in bringing everything else into line." What was 

rhe key link and whet wae everything elee? The answer to thie question varies from 
person to pergon. ‘Since the ~eople did not know what the key link means, how could 
they be expected to bring about the order across the land? These slogans have just 
disappeared as fast as they came. The current slogan “Look ahead" is still being 
promoted, But T de not want to talk about it. The most endurable of all was 
"Promote what t# proletarian and liquidate what is bourgeois.” This slogan 
appeared almost 30 veare ago when Lin Biao called for giving prominence to poli- 
tics. his siogen ia etl)! being promoted by the Chinese communist leadership, 
whose newspapers and ‘ournals recently denounced Lin Biao and the "gang of four" 
for dlatorting thie “positive” slogan. Since they say so, I consider it absolutely 
necessary to discuss it at some length. 


Karly in 1966, che firet full name chosen for the cultural revolution was the 
Great Socialist Cultural Revolution, and was later officially renamed the "Great 
Proletertan Cultural Revolution” by the Lith Plenary Session of the Eighth Party 








Central Committee in a "l6-point resolution." It was so named in order to give 
prominence to the spirit of "promoting what ie proletarian, liquidating what is 
bourgeois,” That cultural revolution that lasted 10 yeare was indeed a disaster 
or preat tragedy which wae unfolded in the name of "promote what ie proletarian 
and liquidate what te bourgeois.” Consequently, the proletariat was eo vigorously 
promoted that tt eventually entered the estate organs, echoole and sacientifte 
research departmente until it could put everything under ice command and exercise 
dictatorahip over the superetructure and the ideological field in an all-round 
way. The liquidation of the bourgeoisie was even more thorough and effective. 

In the end, not only were the national capitalists badly beaten, arrested and 
murdered and their homes eacked, but aleo all emal) handicraft industrialists 
pereecuted, Even worse wae the fact that almost all old revolutionaries were 
accused of being capitalist roadere and unanimously thrown out of office; ordinary 
citizens were charged with being revisionists for trying to eke out a decent 
living; anyone who wanted to raise a few chickens or grow some onions and pepper 

in hia private plot wae subsequently condemned as a person with an intent to become 
a capitaliat; animal excrement was confiscated for fear that someone might use it 
to grow something and turn himself capitalist; all educated people were condemmed 
as bourgeots intellectuals and were thoroughiy criticized and transformed into 

new persone; even those primary echool pupils were accused of being obsessed with 
the bourerzols world outlook and were forced to undergo reeducation. Eventually, 
capitalier gave way to feudalism, which converted the originally graceful People's 
Republic of China into 4 feudal-socialist state in which only one man ruled 
supreme, Ae a political bureau member, Jiang Qing was so shameless that she even 
dared to openly talk about empress at the Communist Parcy meetings. Do you 

thé ik that she was the only one who was crazy at that time? Draw your own conclu- 
sion. 


There are many lessons we can draw from that disastrous Cultural Revolution. A 
historical experience that first merits our attention is that in a country Like 
oura where vestiges of feudaliem remain evident, any attempt to overly criticize 
the so-called capitaliem which has never had a chance to run its full course, or 
‘uat repeat the feudaliste' attacks on its bad effect on society will do our nation 
only harm, and will provide bad people with opportunities to concoct false charges 
against good ctiizene, bringing our country back to feudal days. In this connec- 
tion, we must take this proverb from north China at face vaiue: “Don't try ft 

find bone in eggs." During the Cultural Revolution, many people in Commun’ .c 
China were falsely charged and unjustly sentenced to prison terms. Thier snijustice 
not only angered the heaven but also was bitterly resented and hated * the people 
and countless victimized families. is there any doubt tha. ° . caused by that 
absolutely unnecessary campaign to “eliminate the bourgeoisie"? During the cam- 
paign to promote the proletariat, everyone knew that the workers propaganda team 
wae nothing more than puppets of the PLA propaganda teame, although the Cultural 
Revolution professed to put the working class in command of everything. This is 
why even today the PLA propaganda teams are still stationed in various organize- 
tions under the pretext of supporting the left long after the workers propaganda 
teama were out of existence. As everyone knows, PLA soldiers mostly come from 

the countryside. In the years when they were put in command of everything under 
the pretext of promoting the proletariat, what they really promoted were only 
peesant mentality and privileges of feudal society. We must not forget that the 
malpractice in the form of back-door deals that still exist in our society orig- 
inated from the PLA propaganda teams upon their entering various organizetions in 








the name of supporting the ieft, in che language of Chinese communist writera and 
Artlwts, promoting the proletariat ts a synonym for promoting privileges. For 





example, the leading members of the so-called "proletarian headquarters" could 
enjoy unitnited privileges which were beyond the reach of the law; all other 
offietala under ice comand were aleo granted privileges on the basis of their 


ranka; the cltigens were ale divided inte varlous categories, with those of poor 
family origin enjoying more privileges than othere, including a privilege to obtain 
pardone from the court once they were found guilty of crimes, This ie why over 

90 percent of juvenile delinquents in Chinese soctety today come from families 
Ideted under the "fifth rec category." 


Last year, RENMLN RIBAO carried an article profoundly convincing the people that 
the slogan "Promote what is proletarian, liquidate what is bourgeois” is a mis- 
tuke, Aut a few months later, this slogan reappeared in that newspaper in order 
to curry tavor wtth the high authorities, It wae really a shame, 


Theoretica ly, the proletariat and the bouregoteie are opposed and complimentary 
to wach other. This means that neither can exist without the other. Recentiy, 

we have heard the Chinese communiste proclaim that classes have ceased to exist 

in China, and capitaliate and landlords have been transformed into self-reliant 
laborers. From this proclamation we can infer that in China today gone are not 
only class difference and divergencies between worker and peasants but also che 
proletariat (tteelf as well, although che people there from all walks of life stil! 
fee! free to pursue different trades, From thie fact, we can also conclude chat 
sending a |irge number of youths from cities to participate in agricultural produc- 
tion does not mean |\owering their etature as members of the ruling clase, since 
workere and peasants are now on an equal footing; although young workers now con- 
atituie a maloriiv of the work force, cheir ideas should not be considered more 
advanced than other hie taference tells ue that "Promote what ise proletarian 
and liquidate whet (« boureeois” (sonly an empty slogan which ie out of fashion 
with reality 


romans bor theoretical point of view, we can also say chat capitalist factors in 
China t day stil! keep on playing a positive and negative role in its four modern- 
‘sations. This ie evident by the fact that the Chinese government has repeatedly 
reattiomed tte intention of ma‘ntaining the status quo of Hong Kong and Macao, 
slong with « pledge not to change the social system of Taiwan, and a policy to 
import capitalise from ssaae 1 nd encourage revolutionaries and patriotic bourgeois 
clementa of Chinese origin ({ving abroad to trace their roots to their motherland. 


How can China expect to 1 teu! date whet is bourgeois” at a time when it strives to 
mobtiize a)! positive capitallet factore to promote its four modernizations program? 


Some people have mechanically identified capitalism as a system of the exploita- 
tion of man by man, and heve used this ae a criterion for distinguishing it from 
mocialiem. I consider thie ‘viens nt untenable, because exploiters exist not only 
in capitalist vmscunitiee but eleo tn soctalist societies as well. in the past, 
caplottation took the form of fixed interests that capitalists drew from their 


investments, witle today, it takes the form of legal profits that foreign busi- 
nesemen earn from the{r investments in Chine. Lin Biao's and the "gang of four's" 
aquendering of public fun. for their own comfortable life, the Party Central Com- 
mittee member Wang Dongxing's construction of his own home at government expense, 
the abuse of privileges by -anking cadres to seek excese material comforts in 














violation of the principle of "To each according to hie work" were actually acts 
of exploitation in different forma. During his lifetime, Marx could only predict 
4 myacem of the means of production of public ownership. It was beyond his expecta- 
tion that it was to be exploited by today's social imperialiim., When the "gang 

of tour" was toppled, one of ite members Wang Hongwen was identified as a new-born 
hbourgeote element, which was actually a misnomer because he was in fact a new- 
born feudal exploiter, In that capacity, he still could not compared favorably 
with the world's big capitalists although he wielded greater power than they did. 
Today, when we discuss the slogan "Promote what i# proletarian and liquidate what 
is bourgeois,” we must first make sure of what it really means, what deserves 
promotion and what merits liquidation, 1. is a shame to note that the people in 
China still do not know how to distineuish socialism from revisioniom after epend- 
ing 20 years combating the latter and 30 years building the former. 


Mackxiam holds that man's social being determines his thinking. Why do the capi- 
talint ideas merit elimination at a time when positive capitalist factors still 
have to be mobilized to serve the objective of the four modernizations? Many 
intellectuala were labeled the "stinking ninth category" when the "gang of four" 
were in power. Aware that they were as disgraced as ever in the wake of the down- 
fali of che “gang of four," these intellectuals had no alternative but to leave 
the count: » for good. Since then they have become successful businessmen and 
capitalists. Today, when they return to China, they are respectfully treated as 
VIP's by the Chinese leaders and have ever since joined che united ‘ront. They 
have also been welcomed to invest their wealth in developing their motherland and 
to act av advisere for foreign trade. In other words, the wore they invest, the 
higher the respect they can command. But their old colleagues at home still con- 
tinue to criticize capitaliem after receiving two disappointing recorded reports 
entitled "A visit to relatives in Hong Kong." During this period of reform, the 
slogan "Promote what is proletarian and liquidate what is bourgeois" is clearly 
out of touch with reality. By continuing to promote it, the Chinese communists 
may bring another epic ideological confusion to their country. I am also afraid 
that it may be distorted and used by the “leftists” as a weapon to stir up 
troub'es again. During thie trial period of reform, it is likely to find theory 
out of couch with reality. As China's leaders, they should foresee what bad 
effect their epecitfic adminstrative and economic measures may have on their coun- 
iry so that they can take action to forestall ic. They must understan. thet 
ideological education alone cannot cure 411 social ilis, although it may help; 

ic i# not tn thedr national interests if they change policies from time to time. 
If chey are not aware of this point, they certainly do not deserve to be called 
materialieats, True, some propaganda slogans were very useful and effective during 
che war of reeietance avainst Japan and liberation war. Nevertheless, they are no 
longer applicable to today's complicated political and economic life. A review 

of slogans that have appeared over the past 30 years reminds us that they are so 
numerous that they can be compiled into a huge dictionary es it was recently printed 
overseas. Most of them have produced no eco.4 results. This teaches us that ambigu- 
ous slogans should no longer be manufactured in the future: politics using empty 
slogane as a weapon should be discarded and replaced by firm and specific policies 


which will lead the people to increase their confidence in the government.

HUA GUOFENG'S ACCOMPLISHMENTS AS PREMIER APPRAISED 
Hong Kong DONGXIANG [THE TREND] in Chinese No 24, 16 Sep 80 pp 12-13

[Text] Hua Guofeng began to serve as Premier of the State Council of China in 
Apri! 1976; four and a half years later, he resigned from office at the recent 
Third Session of the Fifth National People's Congress and was succeeded by Zhao 
Zlyang. 


Tt may be sald that Hua Guofeng was given the appointment at a time of crisis. 

lie stepped in the office of Premier when the gang of four was engaged in ite fiercest 
activities to seize power. But as he resigns today, the political situation in 
China haa become largely stabilized. From a certain angle, therefore, Hua Guofeng 
haa been a transitional Premier. 


When Hua Guofeng acceded to office, the people's initial impression was that he 

could not be readiiy trusted. Because he had had no conspicuous administrative 
achtevements, hie image, compared to that of his predecessor Zhou Enlai, was really 
rather dim. At the time, some even said that Hua Guofeng acceded to office merely 
because of Mao Zedong's statement of a few words, "With you in charge, I em at ease,” 
no that he lacked any real talent or authentic learning. 


Later, Deng Xiaoping was resurrected; people's opinions about Hua Guofeng further 
multiplied, se,ing that he enjoyed no real power. Did Hua Guofeng play any real 
role at all? From the political achievements of the past four and a half years, 

we can see that he has presided over sessions of the National People's Congress, 
plenary sessions of the Chinese Communist Party Congress and Central Committee, 
agricultural conferences, industrial conferences, and scientific conferences. He 
has visited West Europe and Japan and received countless foreign guests. In this 
neticn of activities, he basically demonstrated he was "neither exceptionally meri- 
tortious, nor much of a failure.” This was not very easy, in view of the fact that 
China hac undergone a 10-year catastrophe. 


Foreigners' Impressions and appraisal of Hue Guofeng are not too bad. Some appraisals 
suggested Hua Guofeng was a man of “sharp mind and high caliber"; the delegation 

of Japan's International Trade Promotion Association was of the impression that he 
“was steady and practical, and would achieve results even if he should serve as 
president of a large enterprise in a capitalist country." A leader of Japan's 
financial and economic circles, Doko, said: “Hua Guofeng is a man who speaks of

mw ‘aleehood and le eimple and forthright. One gete the impression that the two 
pereonalitios of Mr Mao and Mr Zhou are combined in hia....” 


ANecordina to the tepreseton of the delegation of the League of Diet Members for 
Sinee/apanese Friendship, Hua Guofeng wae not very easy to deal with as ite counter~ 
part io the negotiations, We was rather alow when he firet started to talk, but 
when (t came to the key pointe, he would eft erect and even raise his tone.” At 
the ®eeting of Sino-Japanese chiefe of government leet year, Huo Guofeng had no 
etatiotioe et hand! nevertheless, during nearly an hour of discussion, he cont inued 
to cite epectfic prod.octon figures. Thie indicated that he was diligent in hie 
study, eertous, and prudent. 


Ae 4 @an, Hua Guofeng le humble and affable and very easy to get along with; he is 
very deferential toward the older generation. At meetings of the Chinese Communist 
Party, ie atttcude toward eldere euch as Chen Yun and Ye Jianying, and at seet ings 
of Che National People's Congress his attitude toward such elders as Guo Moruoc, 

oe Siwaye been one of utmost concern and care. Thies ise 4 great characteristic 

of ‘is personality. The fact that, es @ 1938 cadre, he wae able after the death 

of Mao Zedong to intervene between not « few pioneering elders and numerous generals 
and co continue to maincain hie lofty etatuse as party chairman apparently has «4 
ereat dea) co do with thie personality. 


Hue Guofeng's fortitude in diecharging hie duties can be seen from the process of 

hie deetatve emashing of the gang of four. The gang of four had boasted thet they 
could tnetantly moh lige 300,000 armed militia from Shanghet. But when the probles 
of the gang of four was solved, there was no need to fire one single shot, and the 
aene of four was emashed forthwith. In thie were exhibited Hua Guofeng's calm and 


cectaliveneaa 


jue Cootene has @ good grasp of his own character, and he aleo has 4 strong, prin- 
cloled personality. At the Third Plenum of the lith Central Committee, he sug- 
peated that peopie not call him wise leader or propagandize on his personal behalt; 
they @howld inetead propagandize on behalf of the older generation of revolut ion- 
arien and the masees of people. Later, when a farm in the vicinity of the capital 
ut on exhibit the tea set he used during @ inspection tour there, a student at 
the Central Party School wrote a letter criticizing him. He humbly accepted the 
critictem and destgnated Lin Hutte [2651 0039 0502) to send someone to take it

He hee ceg larly matatained contact with the masses by making inspection visits 
(o factorleos, mines, and the countrveide. When he went to a people's commune for

Nua Coofeng abeorbed « lesson from Mao Zedong, as he seldom appeared in public 
sether with hie wife. When reporters asked about his wife, he elways simply 
lied: “Thte te « private matter...." This aleo won good feelings on the part 
roole across the country. 


Hut ndeniably, Hua Guofeng eeeme to lack a certain sharpness and creative view. 
Some say that Hue Guofeng hae seldom initiated any reforms but has mostly “followed 
the precedents of hie predeceseore.” Of course, the background against which he 





acceded to offfee wae not such @ blessing to him. There were those within and out- 
side the party whe would elmpiy not trust him, Under euch cireumetances, initia- 
tien of any reform te bound to face encumberance, and everything would best depend 
om prudence, On the other hand, what cannot be overlooked te that, from the mid- 
1950's up to the Cultural Revelutton period, Hue had been rieing eteadily under the 
infivence of Mao Zedong'e left line. thie lefttet tendency had taken up quite a 
proportion of hie mentality, and hence it wae not very easy for him to break avay 
from this force of habit. Therefore, Hua Guofeng once had «a “two whetevere’ ten- 
dency. In hie speeches there appeared language similar to that of che “whateveriet 
faction.” Fortunately, Hua seeke truth from facts; once he diecovere wtetakes, he 
in able Co cope with them seriously. ie “whatevere” tendency therefore te not 
fixed but le eubfect to continued change from higher to lower dearees. 


Not long eae, when Hue Guofeng anewered the questions of « correspondent of the 
Yuros lav newapaper VJESNTK, he pointed out Mao Zedong's mistakes. But it should 

he aleo noted thet, compared with Deng Kiaoping's poignance, the degree of his 
eritictam of Meo falle conetderably short. Thies difference between them probably 
lies in the fact that the period of hie contact with Mao Zedong was far *horter than 
that of Deng Xiaoping and, especially around the time of the Cultural Revolution, 
tue Guofeng was not necesearily with Maco. The reservation Hue Guofeng has demons- 
trated before he wae in control of eufftetent facte te underetandabie. 


Nua GCuofeng has departed from office. 


Some say that the impact of Hua Guofeng as @ transitional Premier during the past 
four and a half years hes been rether emall; nor hes the astonishment sbout his 
resignation been very great. True, the takeover from Hue by Zhao hese not really 
produced much aston!a ment, but whether or not the impact of the Hue regime hes 
been great i* probably eomething that cannot be seen until a longer period of time 
hae elapaed. in the meantime, a¢ party chairman, Huse Guofeng will, | believe, 
continue to develor hie influence. People might es well wait and see.

Today, the situation of ‘aple- 
menting the party's ideological line ie naturally much better chan before. 


vowever, the teeue of ideological lines ie not only a theoretical one, and the 
emergence of erroneous lines ie not only due to theoretical reasons. What is 
even more important are the ideologice! and social roots. The party's improper 
ideological line after 1965, especially the long rampage of Lin Biao and the 
“gona of four's” ideological line in che 10 years of disaster, wae not Limited 
to theoretical reasons. Sterting from reality in everything, linking theory 
with practice, seeking the truth from the facte , and testing and developing 
truth through practice, our party's ideological line is the fundamental princi- 
ple of dtalectic matertaliet epistemology. Oure ie « political party with a 
nigh degree of Marxitet theoretical training. To say that the basic knowledge 
of dlalectic materialist epistemology was confused due to only theoretical rea- 
sone does not make eenee. Similarly, since the Third Plenary Session, after 
bringing order out of chaos in the theoretical aspect, the many difficulties 
encountered in the introduction of the criterion of truth and the implementa- 
tion of the party's matter-of-fact ideological line in many areas are not 
merely, or mainly, due to reasons of theoretical understanding. 


The serious problems in the ideological line encountered by our party are 
mainiy due to the corrosion of the party organiem by the pernicious inf ivence 
of feudaliem. Emercieing an evil influence in the party, the feudal ideology 
nae befuddled our underetending of the basic knowledge of Marxist epistemology, 
jeetroyed our party's epirit of seeking the truth from the facts, ruined ite 
ideological line and brought calamities to the party and the state. To 











implement thoroughly the party's ideological line, we guat, while bringing 
order out of chaos in the theoretical aepect, conscientiously purge the perni- 
clove tnflivuence of feudalten, 


How does che feudal ideology endanger the party's ideological jline’ 


The widespread modern supereticion resulting from the intrueton of the idea of 
imperial power wae the principal ideological source for the dieruption of the 
party's ideological line "Mandeced by Heaven” and reigning over everything, 
the feudal emperor was the “absolute authority.” Ae the representative of the 
“will of Heaven,” the “embodiment” of truth and the “savior” of hie subjects, 
hie every word and every phrase were “golden rules and precious precepts,” only 
to be followed, never disobeyed. During our party's long revolutionary etrug- 
ple, @uch corrupt feudal concept wae once criticised. However, the traditional 
infivence of feudaliem wae deeply entrenched in our country. Under the agita- 
tien of Lin Bilao, Jlang Qine and Kang Sheng (1660 3932), amidet the clamor of 
“supreme cricerion,” “peak,” “Loyalty” and “close adherence,” it again spread 
far and wide. Such pernicious feudal influence as imperial power attacked the 
patty orgeniem and effected people's thinking, resulting in widespread modern 
euperstition,and the destruction of the party'« ideological line became inevi- 
table. Because, under the cult of the individual, the “supreme directive” 
determined al\ and became the “supreme criterion” of all, and people suet treat 
it ae an “lepertal edict’ and traremit it and act accordingly, without the 
slightest neglect or dissent. Thus, how could there be seeking the truth from 
the facts and starting from reality in everything’? How could the criterion of 
practice be carried out’ ‘Seceuse, under the cult of the individual, the perni- 
clows feudal ides that ©. am the estate” wae manifested ae “the leader is the 
party.” \eyeity co th leader replaced loyalty to the people, and people, in 
fear and trepidation, proetrated at the leader's feet, speaking according to 
hie decree and «*.iog eccording to the expression on hie face. Rundrede of 
militons followed the “command” of one man. How could the party's ideological 
ifine not be abandoned’ 


The teudal prerogative sentality in the party severed our party from the people 
vod the mage line and divorced it from ite ideological line. With the rigid 
hierarchy and the numerous prerogatives in the feudal society, there was no 
equality even among the rulere, while “the elite and the lowly” and the “honor- 
able and the humble” were clear-cut between the feudal bureaucrats and the com- 
mon people. After our party came into power, such feudal mentality produced an 
infivence on « part of the cadres. With the defects of many concrete systems 
on top thereof and the abandonment of party discipline and etate law during the 
calamity of 10 years, intra-perty life became extremely abnormal, thur providing 
the opportuntty for the unchecked spread of the feudal prerogetive mcatelity. 
Certain cadres regerded chemeelves as special, considered themeelve “princes, 
placed themselves bevond party diecipline and etete lew, and demanded “privi- 
jeges for chelr children and relatives. Others, errogant end bureaucratic, 
took their own promotions ae favore granted by the superior, and openly declaer- 
ed that they vould ‘obey whomever supericr,” while ignoring the opinions of the 
people end treating them with inéifference. The relationship of harmony became 





one of antagontem, hierarchy euffoceted wiedom and coercion replaced the mass 
line. When the appeale of the masses were not heard or heeded, when the objec= 
tive awe and the test of practice were ecorned, how could the party's ideolo= 
gical line not be trampled underfoot’ 


The infivence of feudal patriarchy wrecked democratic centralies, etrangied 
Intra=party democracy and the socialiet democracy and blocked the imp lementa- 
tion of the party's ideological line. The feudal society wae founded on the 
eecates of the landownere and the omall peasant economy of individual house- 
wo ldere, while imperial power wae built on clan power, relying on clean power 
for (ts extetence. in society, the emperor was supreme; in the family, the 
patriarch determined all. The influence of patriarchy was aiwaye an obstacle 
to intra-party democracy. Take the important principle of collective ieader- 
ehip for tmetance: For many veare, the relationship between the secretary and 
the committee members was said to be "the minority obeying the maiority,” but 
actuelly che firet seecretery made the decisions, and the relationship was one 
between the leader and the followers, or even between the gonerch and his sub- 
jects, The “one-chief system” of the high administrative officials wes criti- 
cleed, but what emerged wae the “one-chief system” of the party committee secre- 


terleer “Letting everyone have hie say" wae often replaced by “one man's 
aay,” “eentralien” became “one man's leadership.” As euch patriarchal 
deapoties made it impossible for the party organis:*ion to pool the wiedom of 
the collective or for the full discussion of different views, how could pro- 


biems be promptly diecovered and solved? As patriarchy severely corroded the 
perty organiem, it was ig@possible to uncover or solve the problems of a unit, « 
region, so matter how serious, if the firet in comand was not replaced. Was 
not the tesue of Shanxi's Xiyang county 4 case in point’? It calle for our 
attention 


Currently, the further rectification of the ideological line has encountered a 
stumbling block, viec., the “power cricerion.” There is such @ saying: Follow 
the criterion of practice when studying; employ the criterion of power when 
working. There is euch en idea: Practice te « soft criterion; power is a hard 
eriterton. These are not cynical remarks or groundless ideas, but quite 
realletic. They reflect an objectively existing fact: If the obstacle of the 
“power criterion” ie not removed, the party's ideological line cannot be imple- 
mented. How can the “power criterion” be removed’ We fee. chat primarily we 
must putege the pernicious feudal influence and solve the ideological ieeue. 


in the ephere of epietemology, the word “power” does not exist. Lumping 
“power” and the criterion of truth together and creating the “power criterion” 
ere obviously fallectous. However, fallacies do exist. In the cless society, 
the exploiting class occupying the ruling position always suppressed end ascess- 
ed reason with power, end what it followed was the “power criterion.” It often 
turned the bleck and white upside down and sixed up the right and vrong, making 
the development of truth follow an extremely painful path. In the feudal 
society particularly, prerogatives were widespread and che superior officiais 
dominated their subordinates. Those in power arbitrarily decided on the right 
and vrong, “calling « eteg «a horse.” The very powerful were alwaye right, and 
truth became the slave of feudal prerogatives. [t was the ugly senifestacion 








of feudallem and obecurantiem and an important factor for the long stagnation 
of Chlna's feudal soctecy. Such feudal “power criterion” rampaged in China for 
2,000 or 31,000 yeare, and we have tasted enough of ite bitter fruit in real 
life, Vracttoe hae ‘ndleated that the powerful and the powerless, and the very 
powerful and the not #o powerful are a1] equal before truth. Following the 
correct ideological line, they a1] can understand truth. Power and truth do 
not equate each other, nor do they form a direct ratio, To study the new con- 
ditions, solve the new probleme and make contributions to the four moderniza- 
tions, one must face reality, give attention to investigation, respect the 
opinions of the masees, heed the call of practice, uphold the criterion of 
practice and refect the “criterion of power.” One guet not suppress reason 
with power and etick to the old waye. Nor gust one turn one's eyes upward, fix 
one's attention on the superior and obey the words of the powerful, while 
ipnoring the views of one's colleagues and subordinates, let alone the opinions 
of the masses and the practical situation. Only by purging the pernicious 
feudal influence and eliminating the “power criterion” will the criterion of 
practice truly become the guiding thought of people's work, instead of just 
something theoretical. 


Naturally, the feudal ideology i# not the only thing blocking the party's 
idevlogical line. There are aleo the bourgeois and petit bourgeois ideologies. 
While purging the feudal influence, we must aleo criticize extreme egoien, 
anarchiem, liberaliem, etc. However, they are beyond the range of this article.

LABELS 'PROLETARLAN DICTATORSHIP,’ ‘PEOPLE'S DEMOCRACY’ DISCUSSED 
Editorial Defended

(Text) "A Suggestion,” the editorial in the Auguet issue of ZHENGMING (CONTEND), 
brought o9 @ completely new and bold suggestion for the third session of the 
Fifth Noctonal People's Congrese: the form of government “dictatorship of the 
proleter at" should be changed to « “people's democracy.” The crux of this sug- 
gestion ifes not in changing “proletariat” into “people's democracy,” but in 
eliminating the word “dictatorship.” Though thie suggestion will not necessarily 
be accepted at present by the Chinese communist leadership, nevertheless it has 
important strategic significance for China's future. 


The Cleese Target of Dictatorship Has Already Disappeared 


The Chinese Communiet Party, during the entire course of history from the new 
democratic revolution to the socialist revolution, has at times emphasized a peo- 
ple's democratic dictatorship and et times « dictatorship of the proletariat. 
However, regardless of which kind of “dictatorship” wae put into effect, no funda- 
mental change in guiding principles, policies or measures wae produced because 
what people in the government were concerned with wae merely “dictatorship,” in 
other words, consolidating their position in government. As to what label the 
government used, that wae not at all important. Of course, “a people's democratic 
dictatorship” eeeme much more attractive on the surface, but democracy and dicte- 
torehip are, after all, opposites. Even if one were to make « “unity of oppo- 
sites” out of them, from the point of view of the people, one ought to be speaking 
miinly about democracy and not about dictatorship. For this reason, getting rid 
of the word “dictatorship” and leaving only “democracy,” as far ae realizing a 
true people's democracy is concerned, is really a perfectly justifiable move. As 
for the question of whether it would be proper to eliminate “dictatorship” at 
present, by investigating the matter further from a theoretical standpoint and 
testing it further with our experience, we can definitely arrive at an objectively 
fair conclusion. However, if we want to reach thie point, there {e one premise 
that we must include in our thinking, which ie that the principles of Marxien- 
Leniniem are not doctrines thet, once formed, can admit of no change. Only when 
principles are based on the objective reality of continuously changing development 
and are continuously revised and corrected can they have vitality and be of lead- 
ing elignificence for the communist movement. The viewpoint that one can only

We conmider that «ince 1956, the people's democratic dictatorship or the dictator- 
ship of the proletariat that wae later emphasised, has loet ite target. This 
target naturally refers to « clase and not to certein individuals. in order to 
elucidate thie question, we may ae well investigate certain points made by Mao 
Zedong in hie article "On the People's Democratic Dictatorship." Mao said, “The 
Chinese people, through eeveral decades of accumulated experience, all call on 

us to pul into effect « people's democratic dictatorship, or an autocracy of the 
people's democracy, which te the eame thing. Thies will etrip the reactionary 
cliques of their cighte of speech, and allows only the people to have the right 

of speech.” “The democratic aspect, directed within, towarde the people, and the 
dictatorial aspect directed towards the reactionary clique, combined constitute 
the people's democratic dictatorship.” In that case, who are the "people"? Mao 
pointed out that the people at that time consisted of workere, peasants, petty 
hourgeolsie and cational bourgeoisie. And whom would these “people” dictate to? 
The landlord class, the buresucrat capitalist clase and the Kuomintang reaction- 
aries. And through what meane would they dictate? Through the tools used by one 
class to oppress anocher=<the army, the police and the law courts. Mao continued, 
“If someone from amone Che people breaks the law, he gust also go to jail. This 
ie different in price. ple from dictatorship over the reactionary class considered 
ans class.” et te obvious from these points that Mao definitely did not consider 
punishment and suppression directed againat the people ae dictatorship; only sup- 
pression directed against ‘he entire reactionary clase wae dictatorehip. Fine, 
but In that cage we cannot help asking: When were the landlord class, and the 
bureaucrat capiteliler «ieee, in so far ae they constituted a class, eliminated? 

if we aecept that these cwo clasees have already been eliminated (mind, this does 
not mean every «i «le individual making up the class), then has not “dictatorship” 
lost its targe’ \nd 1f dieteatorehip one day loses ite target, then unavoidably 
either in essence it lowes the meaning of ite existence or it continues to be 
dictatorin! without any obfect. in cruth, ie not thie exactly what happened? 


The National Bourgeotsie Constituted a “Living Target” 


“ao Zedung perhaps hed some opinion on this, so in his later writings he gradually 
eliminated the national bourgeotete from the category of “the people.” Mao eaid, 
“The people have the powerful machinery of the etate in their hands and so do not 
fear rebellion from the nationa. bourgeotete.” “The syetem of people's rights is 
possessed by ali the common people together, and not privately by the bourgeoisie. 
Add to thie the leederahip of the workers clase, and you have a state system of a 
people's democratic dictatorship.” “The baste of the people's democratic dictator- 
ship is the aliftance between the worker class, the peasant class, ena the urban 
petty bourgeolele, sainly che ellience between the workers and peavants."” “The 
people's democra: c dictetorenip requires the leadership of the worker class.” 

"To sum up all our experience and concentrate it on one point, it ie a people's 
democratic diccatorehip based on an alitance of the workers and peasants and led 
(through the Communiet Party) by the worker class." The above points show that 
the position of the national bourgeoisie has gone through a fundamental change 
from having been « part of “the people” to being outeide of “the people.” Facts 





have proved that the national bourgeoisie, in so far aw it constituted a clans, in 
the years and months following actually became the object of the peopie's dem 
cratic dlecatorehip, became a "living target" to attack. Over and over again polit- 
Leal movements have placed emphasia on attacking targets, in reality, when has ¢ 
not been che so-called bourgeotaie and ite intellectuals? Only wasn't the netional 
hourgeoliate "class" eliminated long ago? From Mao's expowition above one can sve 
that the people's democratic dictatorship is a dictatorship of the worker claw: 

and alav a dictatorship of the Communiet Party. Although the terminology te sone= 
what different, in eseence there is no distinction at all. Therefore, the view 
point that "the people's democratic dictatorship" 1a a bit more elegant, or more 
moderate, than "dictatorship of the proletariat" is superficial and not conein( ont 
with reality. 


Calling tn Question the [article] "Dictatorship" of Wu Jiang 


Of course, the slogan “dictatorship of the proletariat" made many people speak of 
a tiger changing ite stripes. During the time of the cultural revolution this 
slogan resounded from the heavens and now it is also one of the “four steadfas cs.” 
Nevertheless, Mao Zedong never especially addressed it. Only in November of .))/ 
did the theoretician Wu Jiang, to commemorate the 40th anniversary of the soci. ‘et 
October “evolution, and perhaps aleo to celebrate the great victory of the an. 
rightlet etruggle, publish a specialized exposition of ‘dictatorship of the pro .e- 
tariat, « long political eseay entitled "Forty Years of the Dictatorship of che 
Proletariat.” On 1 July 1958, the People's Publishing House issued it separate y, 
changing the title to "On the Dictatorship of the Proletariat" (abbreviated below 
to Dictatorship’). Twenty years later, in October 1979, it was again reprinted 
twice. [it seems that the CCP's theoretical and propaganda etruccure attached 


great importance to this article from the beginning. 


Here we cannot possibly, nor ie it necessary to, make 4 complete analysis oc 
“Dictatorship,” but there are several things one must point out because they are 
useful in explaining whether or not it would be proper to eliminate “dictatorship.” 


Firat of ali, from the point of view of today's concepts and realities, one feels 
that che article "Dictatorship" in the course of its exposition has a strongly 
ductrinal flavor and is full of allegations and labels. Whoever doesn't agree with 
the phrase “dictatorship of the proletariat" is considered a counterrevolutionary, 
a talee Marxiet. Since that particular expression at the ‘ime had universalicy 
and authority, ever since the time of the "anti-right" movement no one has dar! 
even in the slightest to call a “dictatorship of the proletariat” into question 
However, has practice proved that the “erroneous theories” of that time had sone 
truch to them? Among the erroneous theories bitterly attacked by "Dictatorship" 
were that “the dictatorship of the proletariat haw ruined socitaliem,” “the dicca- 
torahip of the proletariat has destroyed democratic freedoms,” “the dictatoran.» 
of the proletariat will create some kind of totalitarianism, or autocracy of Cie 
bureaucratic etructure,” etc. If the author at that time was really filled wich 
indignation over these erroneous theories, then after 20 years, particularly al ver 
paseing through the catastrophe of the Cultural Revolution, can it be that there 
are no new feelings at all? What ie interesting is that these right-wing views of 
1957 seem to have been forcefully supported by certain facts.

Secondly, ‘D ctatorehip” emphasized that “the dictatorship of the proletariat has 
already exiv.ed in the world for all of 40 years. It fe not only in existence, 

hut haw already Caken on « broader, global scope. The opposition between the newly- 
born and mi Aly system of the dictatorship of the proletariat and the capitaliet 
dictatorial vyatem, wich Le weakening day by day, has become a particular charac- 
teriatic of the modern world.” However, what fe the present situation of the in- 
ternational communiat movement? Have there not been very great changes’? Modern 
revinioniet Yugoslevia, ac firet ostracized for not maintaining the dictatorship 

of the proletariat, hae now been accepted as a true socialist country. This change 
was not due to the Yugoslav syetem iteelf, but to people's ideological underetand- 
hg. To repeat, the newly-born and mighty dictatorship of the proletariat in 
Soviet Rusela is net only on a day-by-day decline, but has simply changed into a 
dictatorship of the capitaliet clase. These two classical examples enlighten us, 
if thinking becomes ossified and affairs are dictated by emotions, then one cannot 
recognize the original aspect of things. If one does not frequentiy correct his 
understanding of things and get it to keep pace with objective changes and deveiop- 
ments, then he can eastiy reach a mistaken or biased conclusion. Speaking truly, 
from 1957 on, which kind of dictatorship has been put into practice in China? Who 
wos being dictated to during the 10 years of the Cultural Revolution? Now is the 
time t arrive at a {ust conclusion on that. 


in addition, “Dictatorship,” in elucidating the general concept of a ‘dictatorship 
of the proletariat,’ coneider that “dictatorship over the enemy and democracy for 
the people are two mutually connected aspects contained within the dictatorship of 
the proletariarc.... Prom the point of view of the people themselves, dictatorship 
of the proletariat {6 sociaiist democracy." The author considered that this way 
of speaking woe extremely unactentific and rather low-brow. It was simply aliow- 


ing concepts to exploir away facts and arguments to prove themselves. Who doesn't 
know that “dictatorship” and “democracy” are two opposing concepts? How can one 
speak of them e® ce eame thing? How can they be equated? To say that a dictator- 
ship of the oro ec artlet from the point of view of the people is socialist democracy 
simply maker one not know whether to laugh or ery. It simply makes a joke of peo- 
ple's democracy And that is not to say, since the time of the anti-right movement, 
how many of the political cargete who have been labeled class enemies are really 
enem es, not to mention how many untuet, falee and mistaken charges were created 

by ‘democracy." Can just speaking of persecution suffered by the "people" during 
the Cultural Revolution be the expreseton of a socialist democracy for the people? 


No wonder some peopie (even) spoke of the absolutely lawless, dictatorial actions 
inflicted on the people during the Cultural Revolution as “developing a great so- 
claliat demecracy!" At this point, let us develop our ideas further. Orthodox 
theory has always considered that socialiem is far superior to capitaliem, yet the 
great majority of caplraliet societies disdain to raise the banner of “dictetor- 
ship.” Over and over again they advocate democratic freedoms. Why does far- 
guperior socialites cilug eo etubbornly co “dictatorship” and not dare to publicly 
declare demo ra and put Lt into practice? Can it be that the great masses of 
the people love ‘caictaterehip more chan democracy? The time for conscientiously 
considering changing China's form of government hae arrived, and the time for using 
false theorlee that sound like the truth to dupe the people should pass, never to 
return. 


Finally, “Olectatorship” considered that "dictatorship of the proletariat is a uni- 
versal truch of Marxiem-Leainiem applicable in any part of the world." If a 














dictatorahip of the prolecariat ie not established, then the nationa] economy can- 
not be developed in a planned way, socialiem and communiem cannot be built, and 

the living standard of the workere cannot be raised.... However, cur way of look= 
ing at it te precisely the opposite. The history of the founding of Soviet Russia, 
Communist China, communiet Vietnam and communist Cambodis shows that it hae beer 
prectrely because of placing too much blind faith in dictatorship and blindly mek- 
ing wee of it that their national economies have develored eo very slowly, and «ven 
sometimes regressed, That is why sociallem hae been so slow to be established 1 
hae not been established. The workers' stendard of living hee been so slow in 
being raleed and the people have suffered disaster. Where does the real fault - le? 
We cannot alwaye go on repeating "because of the damage caused by Lin Biao and the 
‘yang of four',...' Ie there anything wrong with the country's syetem of govern- 
ment? One hopes that in the near future the question of changing the form of pov- 
ernment can be put on the CCP's agenda. 


ihe Leason of the "Dictatorship of the Masses" 





in sum, we consider that at present the antagonistic class within the country has 
long eince been eliminated and that dictatorship has lost its clase target. The 
mageee of people do not need dictatorship, but they thirst for democracy. For ‘his 


reason, \luntly suggesting a "people's democracy" both reflects the realities and 
anewors .o the feelings of the people. if we persist in emphasizing "dictator: 
ahip,’ © en afterwards it will be hard to avoid having it create a “theoretical 
baste for certain ambitious persons which will enable them at every turn to use 


this to Latimidate and punish people and at every turn to use it to expel those 
whose opinions differ from theirs. During the 10 years of the Cultural Revolution, 
they pereisted in the dictatorship of the proletariat to che absolute limit. ‘The 
cesult was chat they "dictated" out a historically unprecedented large number o! 
unjuec, aietaken and falee charges. They even “dictated” the end to a large nun- 
ber of Communist Party members and founding members of the revolution. This kind 
of diccatorship has long since violated the principles of Marxism-Leninism and is 
not in accord with Mao Zedong Thought. It has long since gone beyond the scope 

of being aimed at a particular class and has been a dictatorship of individual 
ageinet individual, bad people against good people, this faction against that fac- 
tion. in order to explain this strange phenomenon, the theoreticiens then brought 
out a new general concept, changing the name to “dictatorship of the masses.’ ‘on- 
sequently, there was the obtaining of confessions by compulsion and then giving 
them credence, beating, em thing and looting, setting up kangaroo courts, and re- 
sorting to force on a large scale. All these had a perfectly justifiable basis. 
One can see how great the danger is of dictatorship without any object and how 
deep such a painful lesson was! 


Without doubt, CONTEND's viewpoint is novel and bold, its suggestion is reasona>ie 
and well-founded. I believe it is going to be supported by more and more people. 
As for people who fly into a rage when they hear this suggestion, undoubtedly toey 
exist. However, may I offer some advice to these gentlemen. First, calm down; 
second, liberate your thinking; third, make allowances for the feelings of the 
people; fourth, coneider the nation as the important thing. In this way, they way 
gradually come around to seeing our point. Even if they don't, it's not imporctunt. 
One, they can refute it; two, they can criticize it. Even who is right and who is 
wrong at present has not been established theoretically, I believe that after 2) 
or 30 years the facts will generally provide a solution for us.

[Text] Lu Xun aeid that tf you use a knife incorrectly, you can hurt yourself. 
How well said! But te Lu Xun's meaning that if one has cut oneself with a knife 
one should then throw it away! As TI see it, it ie not. According to reason it 
cannot posaibly be that way! 


My intention in bringing this up ie to provide the following simile. It is like 
the Chinese Communiat Party which hae not done a good job of the dictatorship of 
the proletariac. Do we ther want to throw away the dictatorship of the proletariat 
and change China's form of government? In view of this kind of underatanding, I 
cannot agree with ‘A Suggestion,” the editorial appearing in issue No 34 of CON- 
TEND, that che form of government of the “dictatorship of the proletariat" should 
be changed to a "people's democracy." 


In order to elucidate my meaning it is necessary to talk a little about Marxiem- 
Leninieam. The question of the dictatorship of the proletariat is the quintessence 
of Marxism. Lenin said that only a person who has accepted the idea of clase strug- 
gie and the dictatorship of the proletariat may be called a Marxist. The latter is 
easentinily che touchetone for distinguishing true from falee Marxiete because class 
Struggle may also be accepted by the capitalist clase and ite thinkers. 


The aim of the proletariat engaging in revolution is to seize political power, found 
a state having t:. cictatorship of the proletariat as its form of government and 
make the Crane‘.lon to communism. The Marxist theory of the state emphatically 
points out chat there ts a iong and slow transitional period between capitalist so- 
clety and communtet sociery. The state exieting during this transitional period 
can only be a dictatorship of the proletariat. 


That is to say, che dictatorship of the proletariat is not an expedient measure and 
is not, as the editorial in CONTEND eaid, "When... a state is entering the first 
atage of communism (socialiem), at a time when the class struggle has fundamentally 
died out, a dictatorship of che proletariat should not nece: . ‘"y be emphasized.” 
"After ‘capitalist resistance’ has been effectively suppre * broken, the 
necessity for a dictatorship of the proletariat become less ..| evs." 


Let us look at it agein from the point of view of the relative difficulty of seiz- 
ing political power and consolidating it. The proverb says, “Starting an enter- 
prise ia difficult, but maincaining an enterprise is even more dif icult.” This 

is an extremely true expression. If we say, “After a revolution, any temporary 
etate etcucture must be dictatorial’ (quoted from CONTEND), then in order to enable 
thie “atate structure” to proceed from being “cemporary" to being permanent and 

not to change ite color, it is all the more necessary for it to be "dictatorial." 
According to the lessons of the historical experience of the dictatorship of the 
proletariat internationally, for state systems of the dictatorship of the prole- 
tariat, the danger of “obtaining (power) and then losing it" [definitely] exiete. 














The avolution of the Soviet Union, the world's ficet soctaliat country, into a 
socialiat-impertaliat nation wae due to ite departing from a dictatorship of the 
proletariat and allowing the newly-born capitalist class to assume power, which 


changed the dictatorship of the proletariat into ⸗æ dictatorship of the capitaliat 
Claes, 
Let's look at dt from the point of view of the concrete situation in China. bur— 


ing the initial pertod after the state was established, its political power was 

on the way to being consolidated, the economy wae rapidly being restored and de- 
veloped and the people's lives were rapidly being improved. All thie was precisely 
baceuse a state syatem of a dictatorehip of the proletariat had correctly been 
brought into full play which clearly demonstrated che might of the dictatorship 

of the proletariat. Five or seven years later, particularly during the period of 
the cultural revolution when the Party and state were made almost unrecognizable 
ae euch, the economy was harmed and the people were made destitute. Ali this was 
precisely because they had abandoned the normal path of the dictacorship of the 
proletariat. At that time, the principal people wielding power were deified, and 
sO wae the dictatorship of the proletariat. In addition, Lin Biao and the "gang 
of four,” those totalitarian elements, stirred up turmoil in their midst. There- 
upon the slate form of government of the dictatorship of the proletariat changec 
into a fo ~ of government of a state rum by the dictatorship of a class similar 

to uw feud Lisette landlord class. The normal democratic iife of the people changed 
into a ‘dictatorship of the masses" with endless conflict and struggle. However, 
thie woe definitely not a question of the dictatorship of the proletariat iteeif, 
but of « particular phenomenon of a particular period in the history of the Chinese 
Communist Party. [t was merely because all of this "particular phenomenon" ap- 
peared in the guise of a "dictatorship of the proletariat" and all shook the “iron 
fist of the dictatorship of the proletariat" with good and bad people all jumbied 
together that to this very day people etill speak of a tiger changing its stripes. 
Ae soon as the dictatorship of the proletariat is brought up, one feels lingering 
fear and eternal regret. 





Yor this reason, it is not that there is something wrong with this knife of the 
dictatorehip of the proletariat itself, even though in the past it hurt some of 
those on our side. It is that those wielding the knife are not yet able to use 

it properly. There is definitely a leseon to be learned from the fact that after 
amashing the “gang of four," they brought out the "four steadfaste." One of them 
ie ‘steadfastness in maintaining the dictatorship of the proletariat." Since this 
word ‘steadfast’ meane that it ie stipulated in the first clause of the first para- 
graph of the Chinese Communist Party Constitution that China's form of government 
cannot be changed, at the same time it should also mean thet we must correctiy and 
effectively bring into full play the functions of the dictatorship of the proie- 
tariac. We muet thus prevent a false dictatorship of the proletariat-~-feuda), 
fasciet dictatorships and things like “dictatorships of the masses''--from intimi- 
dating people. 


One thing is clear. There are two problems that can be readily solved. One is 
tha form of government of the dictatorship of the proletariat and the question of 
the normal democratic life of the people. Originally, the state machinery of the 
dictatorship of the proletariat was used to repress subversive and destructive acm 
tions by international class enemies within the country and new capitalist-ciass 
elements that had sprung up within the state structure. Towards the great mass of 
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the people, it exercised the right of protecting them. For this reason, the dicta- 
torahip of the proletariat and « normal political life for the people can exist 
paralle) and net contrary to each other. The normal progress of the people's demo- 
cratic Life under the protection of the dietatorship of the proletariat definitely 
dogw not mean that Che people will be able to enjoy democracy only if the form of 
government ia changed to a ‘people's democracy." There is no question here of the 
terminology not being suited to the realities. 


The second ie the question of cpposing feudalism, bureaucratism and the practice 

of special privileges. ‘This was formerly the crucial point in Chinese communist 
wociety. But one of the important functions of the dictatorship of the proletariat 
is that it must continuously wash iteelf clean of corrupt elements and wash away 
fascism, bureaucratism and special privileges to guarantee the purity of state 
political power, This is actually a question of the state machinery of the dicta- 
torship of the proletariat consolidating itself and etrengthening itself "through 
political movement” and not of changing and abolishing what the dictatorship of 

the proletariat can accomplish very well on ite own. Of course, here it is neces- 
sary to emphasize people's democracy and allow people in a state system of a dicta- 
toreahip of the proletariat to enjoy che true right of being the guardiane of their 
own form of governmenc, 


The above are the superficial views of an enthusiastic reader of CONTEND which are 
especially brought up here to reepond to CONTEND's suggestions and teach it a lit- 
tle wisdom.

alec tried to ecucete Chose “communtert party members who outwardly appeared as 
Maraicts but who were actually @isetorting Marxiem’ and were directing their 
propaganda ageing. the sembers of che Russian camuntet (Bolshevik) party. Lenin's 
evolutionary theories and practices were shining models of the defense of 

siiitenc Merciet materctaliem. The historical experiences of the international 
Communiet movement, especia)\y of our Chinese experiences in revolution and 
construction, have proven Chat the key to success in the proletarian causes of 
revolution and construction t# to firmly uphold an ideology of silitent 

materialien Thle ideology le even in our days of the greatest actual «ignificance 
for the Chinese people a# they are presently engaged in the heroic str ggie to 
realize the four wodecnizattions. 


“Marx and Frgelie cefended political mtertaliem with utmost firmness and furthermore 
made {t repeated!y ciear that all tendencies t abandon thie fundamental concept 
would be erroneous to the extreme.” (Lenin's Selected Works, Vol 2, p 442). 

Lenin wae faithfo! to the revolutionary tredition of the militant materiaelien of 
Marniem. Wich extreme clarity he eet forth that materialiem is the fundaenente! 
theoretice! poweition of Marxiem. “General matertaliom holde that the existence 

of obtective reality (‘mater.al) does not depend on human consciousness, perception, 








experience, ete Historical materialiom holds that the existence of society 

does nol depend on human social consciousness, In these two positions conselous- 
nese ie merely the reflection of extetence, at moet merely an aimoet perfect 
(ficting and extremely precise) reflection.” After clarifying Chie general 

truth about Maretet philosophy, Lenin immediately follows it up by polnating out: 
‘From thie Marniet philosophy, molded a8 in one whole block of atee!, it te 

not possible ¢o etrip off any of ite fundamental preconditions or important 
COMponents, a@ otherwise it would mean departing from objective truth and throwing 
one@e'( into che arme of reactionary fallacies." (Lenin's Selected Works, 

Vol 2, pp 332-333). Matertealfem te one euch fundamental precondition and basis of 
“Marxtet philosophy. Abandoning thie fundamental precondition and base vould of 
necessity mean departing from objective truth, departing from Marxian, and it 
would not sake che elighteet difference whether and how many enticing Marxist 
philosophical formulations were edded. The truth which Lenin reveale in the 
above mentioned expose ie the truth of Marxiem which cannot be subverted by 
tureing t¢ upeide down or by adding any supplements to it. 


Lenin faithfully bellewed in the Marxist theory of the etruggle between the two 
pesic (inea of matertallem and idealiem that at 411 times and everywhere existe 

in funcerercal philosophical questions. Through an examination of Marx's 

philogop lea! etatements in "Das Kapital’ end in hie other works, Lenin realized 
that uph ding mater(aliem was @ ‘consistent and inalterable thesie” eet forth 

by Marx .od that Marx contemptiously ridiculed any retrogression toward idealiom. 
At « consequence Lenin came to the penetrating conclusion that "the core of ail 
philosophical etetementse by Marx te the explanation of the two opposing lines." 

Lenin's Selected Works, Vol 2, p 344). iHietorical developments have not 

shown chat thie theory of Marxiem-Leniniem on the fundamental political problem 

of che etcuggle between the two lines ie outdated or immaterial, to be adduced 

or ignored at will. On the contrary, practice nae proven that the Marxiet-Leniniet 
theory of the etruggie between the two lines in philosophy cannot become etale 

or decay. The #etrugaie becween materialiem and idealiem will never cease and can 
never be recomnetled. It te @eleo not possible to place oneself philosophicaily above 
wacer allem and ideeliom or to transcend their antagonistic stand and struggle. 


the biscery of philosophy ie che history of cognition, but one must not confuse 
the \\letory of philosophy with the hierory of politics or the concrete and 
special history of eclence. We must not disregard or negiect to the slightest 


degree che position and role of the struggie between mater aliem and idealiemn 

t Tr: he history of philosophy. We must at ali times bear in mind this 

ome ‘eseoo Chat Lenin caught ue: “In ali the great many novele, strange and weird 
formulacions end the utterly pedantic, cedious talk that tries to solve philosophical 
probleme, we see without exception these two basic iines, these two basic factions, 
emerge into view.” (Lenin's Selected Works, Vol 2, p 342). Only by a conscious and 
absolutely clear separation of the materialist iine and che idealiet line in 

s'! probleme, can we consciously defend the scientific world view of Marxiem. 


Lenin belleved the revolutionary dialeccice in Marxtem are “the decisively 
Significant elements in Marxiem.” He applied dialectics in the theory of 
reflections end in the procees and development of cognition. He pointed out 

that a madern proponent of matertaliem must of necessity be a proponent of 
dialectic materialiom. When he urged to organize the systematic study of Hegel's 
dtealectice and when he did @ comprehensive research on the actual use of dialectics 
in Marx's "Deas Kapitel" end in his other historical and policical works, Lenin 











explicit Oy painted ou, that tc le necessary to employ @ materialist viewpoint 

in the fe#earch, explanation and propagation of dialectics. When explaining 

and promoting Glaieccic#, ve always emphasized the unity of dialectics and materi- 
aitam. ‘rh che 16 paragraphe of hie famous "Key Elemente of Dialectics,” the 

(iret paragraph) deais oich “The Objectivity of Observation.” When useing dialectics 
in the @etudy of obsective phenomena, he always Caught people not to introduce 
subjective voluntarierm inco the study. He harshly rejected the evil tendencies 

of regarding revolutionary dialectics as a kind of fashionable empty talk or 
pleasant-to-listen-to pretty ‘anguage., He engaged in an uncompromising struggle 
ageinet revieloniate euch a9 Kauteky and Otto Bauer who played around with the 
terminology of dfalectice, but actually trampled Marxiem undertoot, stubbornly 
adhered to outworn ideals and who, being a petty bourgeoie democratic faction, 

had not the slightest knowledge of Marxiom, Following the development of practice, 
Lenin gave new impetue co the etudy of dialectics, and at that time he etarted 

ut tram the objective worid, chat fe from the natural and social developmental 
chances, continuously revealing new aepecte of dialectics. At the time of defining 
con@igeiy and co the point the theete that dialectics ie the unity of opposites, 
he emphatically pointed out that "thie, however, requires explanation and 
elaboration (Lenin # Collected Works, Yol 38, p 240). Thie prevented the 
erroneous tendency of having the dialectical rule becoming in its scope over- 
Gimp!ified, one-eidedly and altogether an oseified thing. For this reason, 

the Marxiec dialectics as developed by Lenin are “a thing full of life, a many- 


sided knowledge (with new aspects continuously increasing)." (Lenin's Selected 
Works, Vol 2, p 714). 


The reason why Lenin's matertallem te a thoroughgoing system ie its firm adherence 


to the principle that cto. etancards of practice must be basis for the theory 

of knowledge. (Cr. Le in’ Selected Works, Vol 2, p 137). We held that "the 
entire living hues practice te to penetrate deeply into the very body of 
epistemology; |: widee the obtective standarde of truth,” "life, the viewpoint 
of practice - «¢ be the primary and basic viewpoint of epistemology. This 
viewpoint wil o necesetty lead to materialiem” (Cf. Lenin's Selected Works, 
Vol 2 pp 192, 142) venin’s theele hae been expounded fram a deep philosophical 
world view ené a vivie and abundant practical revolutionary experience. He 


int'earated Marx.s. theory and proletarian revolutionary experience into an 
in@eparable entity Not only in hie systematic theoretical expose but also in 
practice did he steadfaetly carry out the principle that “when theory ie con- 
verted into practice, practice gives life to theory, theory is corrected by 
practice and le algo ceatec (in practice.” (Lenin's Selected Works, Vol 3, 

p 398). 


Tt t@ a baaic principle of Leniniem that practice exercizes a checkine and 
correcting function with regard to theory. Lenin has never regarded Marxiem 

as something immutable and frozen, or ae something sacred and invi~ able. He 
firmly oppo#ed the erroneous tendency of “mere faithfulness to the cext of a 
theory without faich!.\ sees to the epirit of @ theory." At all times he checked 
every step in the revo.utlonary progress on the basis of practical experience. 

He was adept in replacing old formulas, be they by Marx, Engele or even by 
himeel’, if they had become no more appropriate for new historice! conditions, 
replacing chem by new formulas and conclusions based on experiences from new 
hiecorical conditions and as fitting the new historical taeke. Lenin praised the 








genius of Marx and Engele in that "they did not mark time and etood still, mulling 
over epletemologieal probleme that had already been solved,” and thet they “over 

a lemathy period of time, about half «a century, developed and expended materialion 
and advanced it coward a fundamenta! school of philosophy.” (Cf. Lenin's Selected 
Worke, Vol 2, p 343), Lenin conectentiously adhered to thie Marxiet line as 

he wae continuously advancing Marxist philosophy uncer newly arteing hietorice! 
conditions. 


In the practice of leading the Russian revolution, Lenin eteadfastiy upheld the 
prinetple of learning from the experiences of the proletarian mass movement and 
deriving leesone from these experiences. He emphatically pointed out: “We are not 
going to euch @n extreme as to demand from Merx and other Marxiete all knowledge 

of conerete conditions that would show us the road to socialiem. That would be 
foolt#h indeed, We only have knowledge of the general direction of the road and 
know which classes will give etrength on that road, but a@ to the conerete and 
actual conditions, these will only become revealed to ue in the practical ex- 
pertences of the thousands upon thousands of people." (Lenin's Collected Works, 
Vol 25, p 273). Hie confidence in the revolutionary practice of the proletariat 

ie in tte @epirit in etriking contrast to Plekhanov and the opportunietse and 
revieloriets of a11 brands who slander the revolutionary practice of the proletariat 
and ‘reovur ” the revolutionary masses. 


Lenin's faith tn the revolutionary practice of the proletariat is aiso demonstrated 
in hie courageous acknowledgement and correction of his own mistakes. He once 
said: “Clever people too make mistakes. There i# no man, and there cannot be any 
man, who ta completely free fram mistakes. A clever man ie one who does not cammit 
serious wletakes and who aleo will easily and quickly correct his mistakes.” 
(Lenin's# Selected Works, Vol 6, footnote on p 192). Lenin spoke and aiso acted in 
thie manner. He courageously admitted hie mistakes and quickly rectified his 
mistakes, Cor inetance on the question of objecting to the boycotce of the Witte Duma 
in December 1905, on the question of dispersing the “democratic congress” in 
September 1917 (Cf. Stalin'e Collected Works, Vol 4, p 281), and on the question 

of coping or dealing with "lie wet" [0441 468650) at the Third International, (Cf. 
Lenin's Selected Worke Vol 4, p 598) Lenin pointed ouc: “Don't be afraid to 
acknowledge your own mistakes. Don't be afraid co adjust these mistakes again 

and again. Thie fe the way we get to the top of the mountain before us." (Lenin's 
Selected Works, Vol 4, pp 601-692). Only because Lenin adopted this scientific 
aititude coward himself and preserved a materialist spirit throughout the 
revoluttonary practice could tt be avoided that there wae « spread and growth 

of euch evil crende as che unacientific and anti-Marxiec deification and idol- 
{nation of the proletarian leadership and the ossification and rendering absolute 
of Marxiem-Leniniom tteelf. In thie way he could at all cimes preserve «4 clear, 
sober and eclentific mind. He repeatedly reaffirmed that “there is nothing more 
dangerous than misconceptions (and having one's mind turned, especially in the 
highest places)." (Lenin's Selected Works, Vol 4, p 597). The great victory of 
the soctaltet October revolution led by Lenin was a feat unparalleled in the 
history of the proletariat. However, Lenin never allowed himself to become 
dizeted by success; on the contrary, his grasp of the overall situation of the 
proletarian revolutionary movement became ever more prudent and perfect. He led 
the Rueetlan proletariat in thoroughly shattering the counterrevolutionary attacks 
by the Rueetan and foreign bourgeoisie and also in steadily moving on to the tass 
of soctaliet economic construction. Lenin's life was one of firm adherence to

Among these, the castigation 
of the “offapring of chose in power,” che bombardment of the "petroleum kingdom,” 
and the rectificat.on of the operations of the Civil Aviation General Administra- 
rlon [CAGA) received especially high praise. Concerning these three incidents,

RIBAO; however, people sil know that withouc the support of Hu Yaobang and Zhao 
Ziyang, tio Jiwet (5170 4936 0251) would never have been able to initiate these three 
areal eventea which shook the whole country. 


“eviag Out the Sword First on the "Petroleum Kingdom" 


Let us first diecuss the bombardment of the “petroleum kingdom." This so-called 
“petroleum kingdom" means certein leading figures who have entered the high stratum 
of Beijing because of their background in handling petroleum operations. In the 
early pertod of the exploitation of ofl resources at Daqing, they really made 
meritorious contributions to the cause of petroleum exploitation in China. However, 
confined by thelr past experience, they are inclined to aspire to large-scale opera- 
tions and eager to score successes, and they algo tend to violate ecientific prin- 
ciplea and (gnore economic lewe in their conduct. As a result, they have by this 
time come to etand in the way or possibly even to sabotage the progress of the 

four modernizations. 


Without due decisivenese and determination, the Secretariat would not have dared 
touch auch a huge entity. This battle was begun first of all in connection with 
the incident of “Bohai No 2." This so-called "Bohai No 2" incident has to do with 
the fact that ofl-drilling + g@ "Pohai No 2" of the Oceanic Petroleum Exploration 








Bureau of the Petroleum Ministry capsized on the morning of 25 November last year 
in & tagging operation in the Bohai Gulf when ite drilling position was being 
changed from one location to another, causing the death of 72 persons and involving 
a direct economic loss of over 37 million yuan (equivalent to more than HK §100 
million). 


Thie incident took place last November, but it wae not until 21 April this year 
that the Tianjin Municipal Bureau of Labor submitted an indictment to the Municipal 
People's Procuratorate. And it was 7 May before the Tianjin Municipal People's 





Court accepted the indictment submitted by the Municipal | au of Labor, began 
to conduct ite investigation, and established the case. vermore, it was not 
until 21 July that XINHUA NEWS AGENCY publicly announced | incident for the 


very firet time and raised the question of tracing responsibility. From this time 
schedule, it can be seen how thorny the disposition of the incident must have 
been. 


Selecting a Beneficial Outlet for Breakthrough 


But China's economic construction today is really harboring too many bad habits; 
practices stressing rash and foolhardy pursuits, violating the scientific spirit, 
and ignorine workers’ lives and security are quite prevalent. The Petroleum 
Ministry h» always bragged about “speaking honest words, doing an honest job, and 
being an h vest man," but in reality, its conduct deviates from its words; it de- 
ceives those above and hoodwinks those below, and is in fact not very honest at 

all. And the way the incident of “Bohai No 2" occurred and the Petroleum Ministry's 
attitude in coping with it later have constituted quite a model in this regard. 

In proceeding from this incident of "Bohai No 2," it may be said that the Secretariat 
has selected a very beneficial outlet for a breakthrough. The incident of "Behai 

No 2" reflects several inveterate diseases in China's economic construction today. 


First and foremost is the bad atmosphere of bragging and resorting to empty talk. 
The Bohai Gulf is plagued by cold currents, high winds, and big waves in winter; 

it is very easy for the oil-drilling rigs to shift their locations, and this often 
results in already drilled wells being left unused. Also, none of the oil-drilling 
rige ie tce-resistent. Yet the Petroleum Ministry put forward the question: ‘Are 
we going to eapend the winter standing idly by or exerting ourselves at work?" 
Hence, the Oceanic Petroleum Exploration Bureau undertook to raise the challenge 


to the exploration teams: "We must spend the winter exerting ourselves at work, 
and not allow the rigs simply to soak through the season; we must pass a revolu- 
tlonized winter.” When the staff and workers expressed dissent, the chieftain 


of the Oceantc Bureau would say: “Even if our rigs must capsize, let them capsize 
in the sea and not in the Wharves." These words sounded heroic and magnificent, 
but they merely constituted great empty talk. 


Next te the practice of directing modern economic construction with wartime experi- 
ence and the old troop-commanding methods, in violation of the laws of economic 
‘onstruction. Fighting a battle, of course, cannot avoid unknown factors and must 
often involve elements of risk, but construction must depend on a solid, scientific 
basis and cannot allow any adventures. Fighting a battle causes people to die, 

and this ts inevitable, but as a matter of principle, construction must do its 

best to avoid causing people to die. Fighting a battle takes advantage of fighting 
opportunities and often stresses concentration of forces, but, in the case of 





construction, the emphasis ehould be placed more on democracy and on liatening to 
the opinions of technical personnel, But during the incident of “Bohai No 2," 
those reaponeibhle precisely ienored the differences between economic construction 
and the conduct of warfare Sy employing methods for the conduct of warfare to 
direct construction, un lesactng to eerious 11] consequences. 


The third is the working style thar does not show respect for the masses. Today, 
not a tew cadrea of the Chinese Communiet Party are accuatomed to not showing 
reapect for the massea; they tend to make decisions by a atngle word of their own 
on all matters. The expression — n if our rige must capsize, let them capsize 
(for my sake) In the eea” utteres oy certain cadres of the Oceantc Bureau ser +8 
as © good (illustration an co this question, The words "let them... (for my sake)" 
are (indeed ineleive in deniccing the blatanc end domineering posture of certain 
bureaucrats of the Chinese Communist Party here. These bureaucrats show respect 
neither for che massea not for ectence. In the case of "Bohai No 2," for example, 
it had been 7 years since it wae imported; yet not a single word of the instruc- 
tions for its use was ever translated. Some officials not only show no respect 
for science, but they even purposely violate objective laws in their conduct. 
Otl-drilling rig ‘Schat No 1 was once forcibly sent out to sea under conditions 
when it should not have sent. che result was that one of ite lege was broken. 
luckily, under the urgent rescue of the sailors, no casualties were involved. Yet 
the Petroleum Minietry seteed upon this to put out unrestrained propaganda by 
designating {t ae a case of how “man will conquer nature." 


The fourth fs the worktng style of deceiving those above and hoodwinking those below 
and oxht biting inconstetenc, between words and deeds. The capsizing of ‘Bohai No 2" 
wae really the consecuence of the “will of the superior.” After the incident 


occurred, however, the anic Petroleum Exploration Bureau chose to write a false 
report, aaving thet ' winds were suddenly encountered and they were irresistible," 
that "there wae ne or or in the direction of the operations," and that "the rescuers 

were very brave ° ‘amtiv members of the dead were even instigated to lie in support 

of the repor croleum victer Song Zhenming even took the lead in altering 

the report "{tted to the State Couneil, changing “big wind of the 10th class” 

to "a bi, wind of ¢! Lit lase, and cthue lying about the condition of the battle. 
lhe totch te che bad habit of not treasuring workers’ lives and not treasuring the 
‘roperty and materials of the etate. After the occurrence of the "Bohai No 2" 
neldent, a responst>le pereon tn the Oceanic Petroleum Exploration Bureau light- 


neartedly said to the investigation group: "Struggle requires sacrifices; we must 
pay ns price for the war vears. We must also pay a price for the work of the four 
modernizationgs. The death of the 72 persons is worthwhile in this regard. They 
are lwroes; we cannot help but pay our tuition!” On the day of the incident, the 
diepatch office of the petroleum minister, in a telephone call to the National 
Commanding Headquarters for Security on the High Seas, which is in charge of uni- 
form deployment and direction of rescue work on the high seas, even ::ated as fol- 


lowa: “We reques' that the National Commanding Headquarters for Security on the 
High Seas ‘nform us ecuer oc not there are any vessels passing >); if there are, 
pleane ask them cto ruah to the scene for rescue work before 9 o'clock on the 25th. 
if they cannoe reach che scene before 9 o'clock, then please don't trouble them 


any further. Treating workers’ lives with euch an attitude is indeed tantamount 
to treating human |ives as being no more than grase. 





Song Zhenming le Ultimately Dismissed 


These bad habite have more or less persieted among Chinese Communist officials; 

on the one hand they have atrangled the workers' enthusiasm, and on the other hand 
they have obatructed economic development. It is necessary that they be removed. 
The Incident of "Bohal No 2" was ultimately brought to a close with the dismissal 
from office of Petroleum Minister Song Zhenming and the punishment of Vice Premier 
Kang Shi'en, who ta in charge of the Petroleum Industry, by the marking of a great 
demerit. ‘hie example of disposal was virtually the very first since the founding 
of the state by the Chinese Communists; it thus shook the whole nation. It con- 
aticuted a serfous warning not only to the Petroleum Ministry but also to all 
economic departments, factories, mines, and enterprises in the country. This pre- 
cedent created by the Secretariat will have an inestimable influence on the future 
economy of China. 





All Opinions Point to "Grievances" about CAGA Service 


After the bombardment of the "petroleum kingdom,"’ the second department subject 
to rectification by the Secretariat was the CAGA, 


it may be said that all opinions about the service of the CAGA point to "grievances." 
There {a great incongruence between the prices it collects (based on prices for 
external courtste) and the services it provides. Yet it has been sustaining losses 
over long yeare and thus has become a burden on the public finances of the stare. 

The firat salvo dealgned to rectify the CACA was fired on 4 August. RENMIN R1BAO 

did something unueual on that day, as it issued an editorial without corresponding 
newa under the title "Civil Aviation Muet Follow the Path of Turning [teelf Into 

an Enterprise.” 


Domestic and foreign tourists have expressed many opiniones about the low quality 

of aervice provided by the CAGA and the inefficiency it has shown in its work. 

This has sertously damaged China's reputation, and it demands that the CAGA by 
various means train competent technical personnel and high-caliber service personnel, 
establish a system of rules and regulations, and, most important, change the situa- 
tion in whitch leadera of the CAGA look at but do not see such existing shortcomings 
and problems, see them but do not bother with them, or both with them but do not 
handle them earnestly. This constituted criticism of the CAGA Director Shen /u 

| 3088 0956! without specifically naming him, and it also indicated why the CAGA 
failed to achteve improvements for such a long time. The editorial pointed our 
that CAGA personnel should be replaced in order to “allow those with competence 

{ny management to guide civil aviation enterprises.” 


but after the publication of this editorial, the CAGA effected no improvements, 
nor did it express any reaction; a sentiment of resistance seemed to prevail. 

This ta not hard to understand. For a long time, the CAGA has "enjoyed a monopoly 
at headquarters, with no competition elsewhere.’ Those who were selected to join 
the CAGA happened to be all "proud sons of heaven" superior to others. Under such 
cfrcumsatances, how could they accept anybody's criticism? Thus, 13 days later, 
RENMIN RIBAO fired ite second round of bombardment; using the space of more than a 
quarter of a page, it published two letters from readers criticizing the CAGA's 
services, With domestic tourists thus telling their own experiences, one letter 
pointed out three discretions regularly exercised by the CACA: changing flight- 
times freely and providing flights when it pleases; most planes not providing meals, 
and nobody looking after passengers awaiting their flights; and lying when flights 
are delayed. The other letter poignantly put forward several observations about 





wetvice personnel lacking due courtesy, the quality of meals being too low, and 
improper care of luggage. 


Nirector Shen Tu Foreed Te deliver Self-Criticiam 


Three days later, a third round of cannonballe were fired, Thie was criticism ex- 
preased by foreign envoys stationed in the capital: two staff membere at the 

capital airport changing airport regulations without authorization, making matters 
more difficult for foreign envoys, treating them with crude mannere, and even abusing 
the wife of the ambassador of Chad, hence causing the ambassador of Chad to say 

that in hie experfence as a diplomat in four continents he had never encountered 

thie kind of treatment anywhere else. 


Juat ae RENMLN RTIBAO pointed out, these lax practices were not a question of indivi- 
dual ataff members; cathor, they had a great deal to do with the improper manage- 
ment of clvll aviation enterprises. Civil aviation in China may be said to be a 
principal channel of China's communication with the outeide world. At a time when 
China is engeged (n modernization work, generally appeals for foreign economic and 
technical cooperation, and seeke to unite with friends of various countries in 

joint opposition to Soviet hegemony, the CAGA can only serve to sabotage the stra- 
tegic goale of the Chinese Communtete. Under such circumstances, rectification 

of the CAGA naturally became an urgent problem requiring solution by the Central 
Secretariat. 


Today, !t looks as though obstacles to the solution of this CAGA problem are likely 
wmaller than those concerning che “petroleum kingdom." At just about the same time 
ae Song Zhenmin was specifically criticized by name, CAGA Director Shen Tu ultimately 


Indicated hile own attitude, acknowledging the inadequacy of service and expressing 
a willingness to accept critictem., Of course, whether this was representative of 
a real intention to rectify exteting faults or a mere concession designed to protect 


hia offfee, only tiue can tell. 
Nelentleas Cascigation o! "Offspring of Those in Power" Pleases Everyone 


Another matter disposed by the Central Secretariat which pleased everybody was the 
relentlows caatigation of the "offspring of those in power,” by which children of 
high-ranking cadres were sub‘tect to blows. In mid-August, XINHUA NEWS AGENCY 
reported that, unafraid of privileged personalities, the Beijing Municipal Court 
had sentenced three children of high-ranking cadres to 3 to 6 years’ imprisonment 
for tllegally detaining others, extortion, and theft, 


Among these three children of high-ranking cadres, two were named Xu [1776]; they 
are brothers. Their father was originally deputy political commissioner of a 
certain army; thelr mother was deputy director of the Beijing interna] combustion 
omgine accessories plant. The other person was the son of the chief of the cadre 
department of a cerctatn military region. 


Certain children of high-ranking cadres resorting to mistreatment of others on 
account of the power behind them, violating laws and discipline, and their parents 
preferring to shield chem, and similar practices, have in recent years become a 
aalient problem in mainland society. Taking advantage of their social status and 
relations, they have resorted to tllegal activities, backdoor deals, abuse of the 














masses, tranamieeton of yellow publications and photographs, and amusing themselves 
with women, Some even set up rpivate courte to try to exact confessions from 
people, commit extortion and blackmail, and do whatever they please. All this 
presented a lively picture very much of the kind exemplified by the vicious off- 
apring of thoee in power in the novel "Shuihu Zhuan" ["All Men Are Brothers"). 


Their conduct not only affected publ! scurity but aleo had a very bad influence 
among youths, and this was deeply he ed by the vaat ranks of the people, The 

reason certain literary works, such « ‘General, You Can't Do This!" and "In the 
Files of Soctety,"” "If I Were Genuir etc., have aroused so much vigorous response 
in soclety in recent yeara is inseparable from the blatant and imperious way cer- 
tain children of high-ranking cadres have sought to exercise their privileges. 


in the past, certain Chinese Communist departments seemed to have adopted an ap- 
proach of suppression with respect to literary works which reflected such problems; 
thie could only inflate the arrogance of the privileged and render fruitless the 
varneat Chinese Communist attempt to restore close relations between the party and 
the masses. Therefore it has now become imperative for the party to eliminate 
Obstacles and to face squarely, with strict impartiality, the question of the 
privileged among the ranks of the cadres, in order to solemnly deter the children 
of highecenking cadres who violate laws and discipline. This was another challenge 
facing the Secretariat, since the resultant approach was bound to affect the personal 
interests of a sizable part of high-ranking cadres and, hence, offend not a few 
people, 


Firm leclaion of the Secretariat 


Facts iIndleate chat the Central Secretariat finally made a firm decision to strike 
at the lawbreaking children of high-ranking cadres, so as to uphold laws of the 
atate. At the same time as XINHUA NEWS AGENCY reported the news about the three 
children of high-ranking cadres being subjected to punishment by the law, BEIJING 
RI BAO aleo published a Commentator's article entitled "A Warning to Those Children 
of Cadres Who Violate the Law and Commit Crimes"; the poignani title of this article 
has been rare. In a righteous and solemn tone, the article pointed out: "Don't 
think that, eince you have your fathers and your mothers behind you, others would 
of course never dare to touch you. In the case of the people, they would not hesi- 
tate to touch even if it were the seat of a tiger or a lion. When vou commit a 
crime, the people's judiciary organs will always have ways to grab you and bring 
you to juatice, no matter in which shelter you seek to hide. For the sake of the 
atate's four modernizations and for the sake of your own future, you had better 
change, fold up your ‘awful airs,’ and spend your energy in practical study and 
work, If you treat history well, history will treat you well!” 


Meanwhile, BEIJING RIBAO and RENMIN RIBAO also published articles at various times 
demanding that parents who happen to be high-ranking cadres refrain from placing 
themaclves in any privileged position, or placing their children in any such posi- 
tion. These articles warned that, since parents who have committed a crime would 
not implicate their children, neither would parents who have established merits 

be In any position to provide shelter for their children, If anyone should continue 
to send people to plead for favors in an attempt to shelter his children who have 
committed a crime, then he would be impinging on the law and discipline and would 
thus be subject to punishment in accordance with parity discipline or the laws of 

the state.

SIGNIFICANCE OF THE LAWYER SYSTEM EXPOUNDED 
linan DAZHONG RIBAO in Chinese 3 Sep 80 p 3

[Text] The people's lawyer system is an important item in China's socialist 
legal «yatem, an embodiment of che socialist democratic principles and a part 
of the content of the systematization and legalization of democracy. It has an 
important aianificance in safeguarding the people's democratic rights, main- 
talning the socialist legal system and promoting the development of the 
gsocteltat construction. 


China formally created the people's lawyer system in 1956. Serving the people 
in law, the Lawyere were enthusiastically welcomed by the masses. Speaking 
highly of the system, Comrade Dong Biwu (5516 1801 2976) urged its “rapid popu- 


larization.” However, tc encountered unjust criticiems in the anti-rightist 
movement in 1957. Some lawyers were erroneously classified as rightiste for 
“detending cririnaie’ and ‘ehte’ding evildoers.’ For this reason, the system 
existed in asme only. When Lin Piao and the "gang of four’ advocated, during 
the (reat Cultural Revolucion, thoroughly “smashing the peblic security organs, 
Pprocuratorial organs and people's courte," the lawyer structure was completely 
destroyed, and defense by lawyer became an untouchable “forbidden area.” As a 


result, large numbere of un‘ust, falee and erroneous cases occurred and many 
innocent cadree and people encountered persecution. The damages resulting from 
Lin Blao and the “gang of four's" destruction of the socialist legal system and 
abolition of the lawyer system proved the necessity of the lawyer system. 

After declaring the reinstatement of the lawyer system, the Second Conference 
of the Fifth National People's Congress recently published the "Provisional 
Regulations on the Lawyers of the People's Republic of China." Such measures 
are completely in keeping with the fundamental interest and desire of the broad 


masses. 
As the work of J awyers was Interrupted for more than 2 decades, currently some 
cadres and people do not have a clear understanding of the significance of the 
lawyer wystem. Some people feel that “defense by lawyer is a formality, a 


Ghow, and not essential.” It ie an indication of their failure to understand 











China's fudietal process, Defense by lawyer is an indispensable link tn China's 
trial work, The criminal procedure passed by the Second Conference of the 

Fifth Natlonal People's Congress provides: Besides exercixing the rteht of 
defense himaelf, the defendant may entrust the following persons to conduct his 
defense: (1) a lawyer; (2) @ citizen recommended by 4 people's organization or 
the defendant's unit and approved by the people's court: (7) a close relative 

or guardian of the defendant. Among the defenders, the lawver {s « professional 
1) legal work and an expert in legal knowledge, and posseesen experience in 
handling cases. Ina lawauit, he fe an independent participant, free from any 
restraint by the defendant or interference by any organ, organization or tndi- 
vidual. He enjoys more extensive righte than other defenders, auch as checking 
into material relevant to the case, making necessary investigations and inter- 
Viewing and corresponding with the defendant under detention. In court, he 
occuples a position of equality with the public prosecutor, and he may argue 
with the prosecutor. During the argument, he will present, in accordance with 
the facts and the law, material and opinions favorable to the defendant, thereby 
concretely guaranteeing the full exercise of the defendant's right to defense, 
oiding the court to clarify the case, enhancing the quality of the handling of 
the case and avoiding injustice. 





rhere ec alao those who feel that, “by arguing for the defendant, the lLawver 
apenks ‘or the criminal,” and that he "loses his class standpoint." Firet, 
those holding this view have confused the distinction between a defendant and a 
criminal. They fee) that the defendant is a criminal, and the crimina’ equals 
to the defendant, which is actually wrong. Criminal cases are very complicated. 
Generally epeaking, there may be three kinds of defendants: a true criminal, a 
good person violating the law (such as accident due to negligence); 4 person 
falsely accused. Sefore the court renders a guilty verdict, they are all refer- 
red to as defendants. Only after investigation, prosecution and trial will the 
innocence or guilt be finally determined. After trial when the guilt of the 
defendint is proved, but not ae grave as charged, and she sentence should be 
reduced, or the criminal responsibility should be eliminated, the lawyer must 
also argue for the defendant. Next, they do not undersctend the responsibility 
of che lawyer in crimina’ defense. Article 28 of China's “Criminal Procedure” 
provides: "The responsibility of the defender is to present material and 
pintone, in accordance with the facts and the law, to prove the defendant's 
innocence or the lightness of his offense, plead for reduction of sentence or 
cilminatton of criminal reeponsibility, and protect the defendant's legitimate 
rights.’ Obviously, when defending a defendant in court, the lawyer starts 
from upholding the dignity of the law and discharges iis responsibility from 
the standpoint of che estate and the people. He absolutely does not “speak for 
the criminal" or “lose his clase standpoint." 


One important task of the people's lawyer is to accept the invitation of organs, 
industries, professional units, people's communes and social organizations to 
nerve as a legal adviser. With the progress of the four modernization cons- 
truction, beeides serving as defenders ‘n criminal cases, lawyers will develop 

a great impact on settling the economic disputes among the state, industries, 
collectives and individuals, on safeguarding and supervising the conscientious 
performance of all kinds of contracts between industries and on handling issues 
of foreign trede, insurance, and joint operation of enterprises by China and 
foreign countries.

urs is e soclaliet country. After the founding of the nation, our party vigo- 
rously followed the principles of Marxiem-Leninism and Mao Zedong Thought, 
actively built the political power of the etate and introduced the people's 
democracy. However, as the gradual perfection of the socialist democracy sust 
underg: « process and as there are various historical and social factors, life 
tenure actually exiate in China's cadre system today. As long as he does not 
make grave errore, a cadre will keep his position as an official throughout his 
lifetime. Simflar to the cult of the individual, one man's say, factional 
nctivictes and the prerogative mentality, such life tenure is actually a feudal 
remnant and easi.iy turns into « parasite of patriarchy and bureaucraticisn. 
Therefore, it t@ fundamentally inconsistent with China's socialist system. 


Our position ase the party in power requires that our cadres always represent 
the interest of the masees. Thus, iife tenure must be replaced by the election 











aid rotational syatem, in order to prevent the power holders from severing 
themae! vee from the masses and becoming bureaucractized, 


Aside trom representing the interest of the proletariat and the laboring peo- 
ple, the proletartan party in power hase no prerogatives, Its cadres natural ly 
must accept the supervision of the masses and be responeible to the masses. 
However, life tenure actually in existence in the cadre system easily leade our 
cadres to feel responsible only to the superior, not to the inferior, only to 
look up, not down, and only to be officiale, not common people. Inevitably, 
the masses lose thelr supervision over the cadres, while the latter lapee into 
the mentality of “fronclad job security," eticking to the old waye, remaining 
in a rut, guarding their own turf, seeking no improvement and entoying their 
emolument regardless of the quality of their work. The draft revieion of the 
party constitution abolishes the life tenure of cadres and places the cadres o. 
oll levels under the people's supervision. Tt is an important measure, because, 
hy aboliehing the life tenure of cadres, the people will enjoy a true, not 
nominal, power of supervision, making it possible for them to elect those 
trusted by them to the leadership posts, to dismiss the incompetent whenever 
necessary and to promptly purge the corrupt. At the same time, it will encou- 
rage che cadres of all levels to maintain their close tie with the masees, 
prompt’y concentrate the wisdom of the people, understand thelr difficulties 
and prescrve their own vitality. Some people feel that abolishing the life 
tenure «{ cadres may affect the continuity and stability of the party's lines 
and pollctes, Such worry ie superfluous. The majority of the people of a 
atate, o region, {s a stable entity, and the people's will and desires of the 
ere are indestructible and indomitable. The party's lines are che concentrated 
reflections of the people's will and desires. When the leaders of the various 
levels are truly elected, subject to rotation and dismissal, and the supervi- 
sion of (he masses, the continuity and stability of the party's lines will have 
a correct and firm foundation and a reliable guarantee. 


Abollahing the Life tenure of cadres will benefit che implementation of the 
cadre line of selecting the able and promoting the competent and making appoint- 
mente on the merits. Oure te a large country and we have people of talenc in 
great numbers. Yet the life tenure system blocks the metabolism of the cadre 
ranke and stifles large groups of talented peopie. Arrogant and domineering, 
some cadres actually regard the power granted by the people as their private 
property, practicing nepotism, feeling jealous of the able and the competenc, 
and dlecriminating against those of different views. Thus, it becomes diffi- 
cult for the promteing young people of both virtue and talent to grow and 
ittain important posts. To eliminate such defects and to promote talents un- 
restricted to one pattern, primarily life tenure must be abolished. By so do- 
lng, the outatanding people trusted by the masses will bea promoted to leader- 
anip poste, while chose who are inferior by comparison will be eliminated, and 
the cadre ranks will maintain their vitality. 


Only by aboltehing life cenure will the proletarian party in power effectively 
prevent the careeristes from usurping the leadership power of the party and the 
atate and safeguard the stable and united political situation. That Lin Biao 








and the "pang of four’ could remain in power for 10 long years was not unrelated 
to the life tenure syetem. Lin Bilao wanted to become the chairman of the state 
and Jiang Qing wanted Co become the empress, because they thought that such 
powttiona, once acquired, would be for life, and that they could turn the peo- 
ple'w republle into « feudal dynasty of "one surname through the generations." 
Therefore, one may gay that aboliehing the tenure eyatem will at least block 
the path of the careeriats in the cadre system. When the cadres of all levels 
are placed under che constant supervision of the people and the people select 
and replace the cadres according to their own will, though the careerists in- 
filtrating the cadre ranks may triumph for a time, they will not be able to 
play the tyrant for long. 


The atrenuous historical ctaek of the four modernization construction requires 
the abolition of the life tenure syetem. The arduousness of the task calle for 
the prompt solution of the "aging" problem of the cadre ranks. Once the life 
tenure system is fundamentally solved, the “aging” problem will be easily 
handled, and the leaderehtp teams of the various levele will become youthful 
and vigorous. The complexity of the four modernization construction necesst- 
tates changes in the composition of the cadre ranks. The four modernization 
construction invoives al! realms of modern science and technology, and organiz- 
ing modern mass production requires all kinda of scientific management know- 
ledge. We must have jJarge groups of cadres profictent in science and techno- 
logy, in all kinds of profeseional knowledge and in organizing. Abolishing the 
life tenure system of cadres and placing professional talents in important 
posts constitute che proper way to change the cadre composition and conclude 
the {rrational alryation of the layman leading the expert. If we truly intro- 
duce the cadre policy of selecting the able and promoting the competent, then, 
we will, on the one head, encourage the cadres to learn professional knowledge, 
turning from laymen co experts, and eliminate those satisfied with their status 
as a layman and. on the other hand, make it possible for those with professional 


akille and wich enthusiasm for the four modernization construction to be 
“elected (or leadership poste. Furthermore, in the four modernization cons- 
truction, whlle esasimilating the leasons of experience of the past 30 years, we 
muat also continuously study and solve the new situations and new problems. In 


‘yc@ of this strategic taek, our cadres of all levels must always maintain 
their fighting apirit, their vitality, an active mind, a strong desire for 
«nowledye and proficiency in their field. After remaining at the leadership 
poste for a long time, some of our cadres have become ossified or semi-ossii ted 
in their thinking. They are satistied with the status quo, desire no progress, 
stay in a rut and want no reform. If such mentality is not promptly changed, 
not only will {tt be impossible to realize the four modernization construction, 
but the survival of the nation will become a tremendous problem. Therefore, 
abolishing the life tenure of the cadres is definitely not an expediency, but a 
long-range momentoue strategic measure.

secretary of ite party branch in October 1977. 


A chemical plant in Xiaoyi County of Luliang Prefecture, Shanxi Province, which once 
bordered on bankruptcy, has received a shot in the arm and has made its products 
competitive on the market since a college graduate who knowe this trade well was 
appointed its director, 


Actually, examples of this kind are not lacking in Shanghai. At ieast two out of 
several hundred textile mille in Shanghai are well known for their scientific manage- 
ment systems end good organizations for production. They are Shanghai Cotton Textile 
Mille No 12 and No 28, During a recent tour of the two textile mills, I was told 
that their directore were alwo trained in this particular field. There shoud be 
lawe governing the development of such outstanding examples that have repeatedly 
emerged in our society. Selecting cadres from among the intellectuals and appoint ing 
young and robuet intellectuale of political integrity to leading posts should be 
regarded es urgent measures for accelerating the tempo of the four modernizations. 


Comrade Mao Zedong once said: "“Cadres are a decisive factor, once the politica) line 
ia determined.” Todey, our party's political line is a call for accomplishing the 
four modernizations before the end of this century. With this political line growing 
wteadily more popular with each passing day, people throughout the country sincerely 
hope that leading organe at all levels will take a giant step forward in carrying it 
through to the end. Everyone must understand that the organizational line is 
wubordinate to the political line; the promotion of the four modernizations has 
little in common with the promotion of land reform and the cooperative movement, and 
therefore it has placed a new demand on the organization line.

How can we change thie eituation? There are two ways to solve this problem. Firet, 
in-service cadres muat be required to atudy hard in order to change from nonpro- 
fessionals into experts. Second, bold steps must be taken to select cadres from 
among the intellectuale, 


Except for a few who were born in the old society, the overwhelming majority of 
intellectuals in our country have been trained since the birth of new China. Most 

of theee intellectuale were trained in new achoole founded since the construction of 
new China, During the past 30 years, the number of our college and middle achool 
graduates hae increased to 8 million, moat of whom have spent 10 or 20 years or even 
longer working ‘nm various fielde of practical work. They now form the backbone of 

a work force employed by various departments, trades, enterprises, and estabiiehmente. 
Among them are outetanding public service workers, In addition, there are cedres 

who were born of worker and peasant families and who have etudted hard to gradually 
turn themselves into experts, If we select one-tenth of che & million intellectuals 
an cadres, the number will be nearly 800,000, In other words, the conditions are now 
ripe for selecting cadres from among intellectuals, 


Some comrades have worried (hat selecting cadres from among intellectuele may violate 
the party's «lass ‘ine, “his unnecessary worry reflects a lack of clear understanding 
of the nature of our por’y'e class line, which ie based on the support of the 


working clase. Bur .). content of the working clase on which our party relies 
sometimen may or ous. undergo changes. For example, the moet reliable mase organi- 
netions allied the working class in the countryside now accommodate more 
elements than .n the days o! iand reform and the cooperative movement. Today, 


through 30 vears of work, practice, and education, the overwhelming majority of 
‘ntellectuale in our country have become part of or outstanding members of the 
working class. During the past 20 ‘ears or more, they have personally witnessed the 
niroggle agatnat rightiste unfold and escalate and chey have experienced the 3 years 
of economic difficulties, as well ae the 10 years of turmoil caused by Lin Biao and 
he "gang of four.” No one can deny that the overwhelming majority of intellectuals 
who have survived these three major ste are reliable and good. The reason is that, 
through these teats, chey heve proven themselves to be patriote, staunch eupporters 
of the Communist Party leadership, and good workers diligently sharpening their 
professional skills to serve the cause of the socialist conetruction, with the con- 
viction that only soclaliem can save China, Since the downfall of the "gang of 
four," they have worked even harder than ever for the sake of the revolution.

point had any merit, there would never have been any Marxiet party nor any etate 
under the dictatorship of the proletariat in the world, since Marx and Engele, 
cofounders of Marxiem, and Lenin and Stalin, who founded and led the world's first 
atate under the dictatorship of the proletariat, were all typical intellectuale. 
Thie fact alone can prove thie viewpoint absurd. 





Tt to important to select cadres from among intellectuals. In the future, our 
cadres not directly engaged in production will be recruited mainly from among intel- 
lectuale (including outetanding workere and peasants trained by various achools and 
party achools). But thie does not mean that every intellectual can become a cadre, 
just as every piece of pig iron ie not necessarily good raw material for making 
ateel. Anyone who can meet the standards of intellectual maturity and political 
integrity required of cadres should be selected. Practical experience shows chat the 
key to success in accurately selecting cadres lies in the mase line. Specifically, 
the following methods should be adopted for selecting cadres ‘rom among intelicctuals: 
first, reliance on recommendations from the masses and grassroots organizations; 
second, re. lance on self-recommendatione; third, recruiting through advertisement; 
fourth, c ubining elections with appointments. Of course, the first three methods 
must be co ipled with a ecreening and examination procedure. [n this connection, | 
strongly .cge those interested in public service to recommend themselves. tn the 
history of China and other countries, there have been many distinguished public 
figures who voluntarily offered their services to their nations. The secretary of 
the treasury under America's firet president, George Washington, vas a man who 
recommended himself to the President for that job when he wae in his thirties. 
Later, he helped President Washington solve many financtai problems that others 
considered impossible of solution. Today, we must encourage people to recommend 
themeelves for public service. This is one way to find more talented people to 
serve this country. Those who can recommend chemseives ‘or official positions are 
mostly persone with a strong sense of responsibility and a high degree of dedication 
to pubile service. Their bold decision of this kind usually stems from their desire 
to serve their country and is based on a conscientious analysis of subjective and 
objective realities.

BEIJING WARNS XINJLANG TROUBLEMAKERS

(Text) Beijing--What happened in Xinjiang last spring? Rumors had begun 
to make the rounds in Beijing during the summer to the effect that there 
had been serious clashes between elements of the Uigur population and 

civil servants (or military personnel) of the Han nationality stationed 

in the region. The incidents reportedly were so serious that the families 
of some of those civil servante had to be evacuated and returned to Beijing. 
There was talk of dead and wounded but this was entirely too vague to en- 
able anybody to get an exact idea of what had really happened. 


Hardly more is known today but the fact that these incidents did take place 
was confirmed on the occasion of the miseion carried out that month to 
Xinjiang by Mr Wang Zhen, member, Political Bureau, Communist Party, and 
apectaliet for thia region, because he had served there at length right 
after liberation. Talking at Urumchi on 9 October, during a meeting organ- 
ized tn connection with the presence of Mr Wang Zhen, one of the regional 
party committee secretaries, a man by the name of Mr Temur Dawamad said 
that "events that took place recently are harmful to unity among the nation- 
alities and unity between the army and the people and they have had an ad- 
verse effect." "We must," he added, "deal severely with those few persons 
who stirred up diseent and who undermine unity. We must isolate those few 
bad individuals." 


Mr Wang Zhen himself during that same meeting did not expressly refer to 
these incidents but he did describe "the strengthening of unity between all 
nationalities" in Xingjiang as "the primordial task" on which depends the 
interest of each and every one. He issued a severe warning in the name of 
reapect for the law: "We will not tolerate any act contrary to the law or 
any irresponsible actions. We are determined to fight against all wrong- 
doers who undermine the social order. All criminals will be punished, 
regardless of who they may be and what their nationality may be." 
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Wut Mr Wang Zhen went even further in expressly mentioning the role of 
Soviet agente: "We must realize," he said, "that che Soviet social-imperi- 
aliste are stepping up their activities of subversion and we must be on 
guard againet the kind of discord which they create among us in order to 
undermine our fatherland's unity," 


These words must be viewed in the light of reports disseminated in July by 
a "clandestine" radio station called "Radio 1 August" (the anniversary date 
of the founding of the Chinese People's Liberation Army), generally con- 
sidered an offshoot of the Vietnamese and Soviet special services. 


These reporte--which must be treated with the utmost caution because of 
thelr origin--sepecifically mentioned incidents that happened in April in 
the weatern part of Xinjiang, in the region of Aksu. 


Although some of these statements are quite wild, it is nevertheless true 
that there has been trouble in Xinjiang which justifies, if not alarm, then 
at least very special attention on the part of the Chinese central govern- 
ment 


In contrast to other regions inhabited by national minorities, Xinjiang was 
cone dered an area suitable for population settlement by Beijing. Right 
after liberation, there were only 6-7 percent Han residents. With more than 
4 million individuals, they today constitute almost one-third of the re- 
gional population although they are not integrated into an environment which 
ia atill profoundly Muslim, an environment from which they are separated by 
ethnic, sociological, and religious barriers. In apite of an undeniable 
effort at economic advancement, this relatively recent evolution certainly 
does create a delicate situation charged with tension. 


lt ie not entirely inconceivable, finall), that the troubles in the more 
remote Islamic countries--linked to Xinjiang by very ancient and traditional 
relationehips--may have produced an echo in that region and may have con- 
atituted a supplementary feiment for agitation.

[Text] Today, the Chinese Communist Party is concentrating on realizing the four 
modernizationa by the end of the present century. In this great march, a serious 
problem ia the lack of talented people, especially scientific, technological and 
management talent. In order to solve this problem, what is even more important 
and more urgent, apart from the development of educational enterprises, is how to 
tap the potential of existing telent. 


At the national conference on employment problems last month, a salient measure was 
put forward under the handling of Wan Lin, the major exponent of the practice fac- 
tion. This called for allowing professionals to choose their professions and for 
giving scope to their interests and expertise, with the condition that the interests 
of the state and che collective as well as the individual be taken into considera- 
tion. In ite wake, RENMIN RIBAO published articles at different times stressing 
permission to effect appropriate interchange of talented persons. The articies 
said: "At present, the adoption of resolute and strong measures is urgently re- 
quired to break down barriers, to liberate suppressed, wasted talented persons 

from ‘warehouses’ and ‘little manors,’ and to let them demonstrate their talent 

and tulfill their ambitions at relevent posts." This was indeed @ strong measure 
Lo give acope to the potential of existing professional talented persons and to 
promote the work of modernization. 


In the mainland today, "what one is doing is not what one has studied, and a lack 

of openings to serve the country" constitute the common vexation of many intellec- 
tualsa. The phenomenon of a large-scale brain drain in recent years has been sig- 

nificantly related to nothing more than this very situation. 


Late last month, RENMIN RIBAO devoted entire pages to letters from readers reporting 
how “what one is doing is not what one has studied.” These letters can all be 

said to have consieted of words of tears and voices of sorrow, reflecting the 

hearty appeals of a considerable part of the intellectuals: 


A univereity student majoring in industrial economics was, upon graduation, assigned 
to an agricultural machinery plant with only 50 workers to take on the duties of 
custodian, etatisticitan, cashier, secretary, etc. He was later transferred to the 
propaganda deparcment of the County Party Committee to write reports.

CHINA WOULD LIKE U.S. ALD TO MODERNIZE AIR FORCE

[Text] Betting--Officiale responsible for Chinese defense apparently are 
giving priority to the modernization of their Air Force. Various projects 
involy og other services have been suspended in the light of the economic 
policy of “readjustment” which this year involves a reduction of something 
Like 1) percent in the military budget. Several signs indicate that these 
aueterity measures do not directly affect the Air Force. Now, the Chinese 
alrcraft industry itself is not able to meet the needs which have to be 
watliefied. 


Last january, the New China News Agency reported flight tests involving a 
Chinese-made combat aircraft which theoretically can fly at three times 
the apeed of sound. But it also reported the conditions connected with 
this teat flight which, quite frankly, would make one's hair stand on end. 
According to Western experts, the eircraft in question is a delta-wing 
iwin-jet of which only about half a dozen copies are now in existence and 
{t woule be tncapable of achieving the performances, in flight, for which 
it had been designed. 


Chinese aviators thus turned to foreign suppliers either to improve the 
alrcrait they already have or to get new ones. 


\ contract has just been signed between Marconi Avionics, an affiliate of 
Britieh Electric, for an amount of $95 million. This involves electronic 
Carget-spotting and firing systems intended for the Mig-19 aircraft of 
which the Chinese have about 2,000. 


On the other hand, Beijing has for a long time been interested in the 
Britieh VTOL aircraft, the Harrier. Chinese experts however have tempered 
their inittal enthusiasm by noting that the employment of such perfect air- 
craft would require the existence and operation, without failure, of tech- 
nical and logistic support services on the ground which the Chinese Air 
Force would have trouble providing. 








ln view of these conditions, Chinese officiala have turned to American 
atreratt builders, 


According to truatworthy sources, both Chinese and Western, China is sup- 
posed to be particularly interested in two types of aircraft; the Phantom 
F=4, which is already being sold not only to NATO member countries but also 
to Japan, Iran, Larael, etc., and the F-l15, likewise sold abroad, especially 
to Saudi Arabia. These two aircraft were built by MeDonne-nouglas, which 
also bullde the DC-9 Super 80 civilian transport aircraft, regarding which 
conversations have been in prog’«is with China for the past 2 years. 


Wauhington said and repeated that the delivery of "offensive" military 
materiel to China=-such as combat aircraft--was ruled out. Only sales of 
logistic equipment or equipment for "mixed" civilian and military use were 
officlally authorized, euch as ground and air transportation equipment, 
observation systems, data processing machines, etc.

The Americans it seems are trying to take precautions regarding the future 
without any too abrupt changes. American sales to China were increased 
ten-fold over a period of 3 yeare, slightly topping e figur of $1.7 bil- 
lfon in 1979; but that volume could be considerably increas 1 in the next 
several yeare--provided, however, as Washington knows very .-ll, that a 
suitable proportion of military orders would be accepted alcug with civi- 
lian orders.

understanding (or oblecte of underetanding). As « special social ideology, 
literature end art aleo heave their own unique obfective of understanding. 


The objective of literary and artietic understending is man. 
Gork. potnted out: “The metertal for literature is ean and Sis guitiple pur- 


sults and actlone--man in the course of hie growth or destruction.” Therefore, 
he called literature “the etudy of san.” 











Then, ow should | lterature and art understand and exprese man © they 
precede of muceeed life? 


Accot ina to the materiallet reaction theory, literature and aft can oniy 
understand and express man in life, and they appear subsequent to man's living 
activities, in thie sen@ee, literature end art evcceed Life. Gork! paid 
eerloue attention te thie charecterieti:. We admonished: “It guat be renen- 
bered that people only begen to write about the French Revolution of the late 
18th century in the mid-19th century when not only the flame of the French 
Revolution had quenched, but the coal had alee been covered by the petit 
bouraeote’ cold ashes.” ("On Literature”), 


in view thereof, literature and art obviously cannot serve politics. To put 

it mere concretely, politice te alwaye manifested in the formulation and intro- 
duction of conerete policies and measures. When a policy te mereiv a policy 
and hae not been enforced, literature and art cannot serve it. The reason is 
hecauee ft etill belongs to the realm of concept and i¢ 4 so-called ‘conceptual 
thing, while literature and art are the tools to underetand and refiect objec- 
tive things end aleo belong in the category of conceptual thinge. Under euch 
a situation, aeking literature and art to serve politice te eo different from 
awking oncept to “underetand” and “refiect’ 4 concept, which i* naturally 
extreme! ridiculous. Meanwhile, before the completion of the political pro- 
cess, when @ policy te etill im the gidet of enforcement, it ilkewilsee cannot 
become the obfective of artietic underecanding and re’iection, and the so- 
called principle of “Literature and art serving politics’ ie Likewlee impoe- 
sibie, Seceuse ac thie time, man's “gulctiple pureuite end actions’ have not 
fully manifested themselves, “the course of hie growth or cestructtion” hae not 
taken ite final form, end hie “human nature” has noc “materialised” and 
“obtectivieed” in the product of hie practice. in other word, san has not vet 
created hie work end hie world of reality:” therefore, chere is not yet the 
ohbtective which can enable his to “directly perceive himself.” Before the end 
of the eo-called Great Cultura] Revolution, for imetance, when Lin Bieo and 
the “gana of four” juet began to enforce the policy of cultural tyranny, it 
wae inconceivable for the artietic images of Mie Huimin and Song Baog!i co 
enerae.

We know that, conditioned by the different attributes of the objects of under- 
standing, man created two different aethode of understanding, viz., 
abetract understanding (logical thinking) and image underetanding (image 
thinking).

On the 
contrary, (mage understanding follows the method of retaining the perceptual 
form of 4 particular obfect and ite specific charecterietice and seexing ite 
maximum individual cierity. Thue ie art. Goethe's view fe correct: “. 
comprehending the individue) and describiag the individual constitute the 
true itfe of art.” ("Goothe's Conversation with (Aikeman)”). 


in view thereo’, «:', which serves to underetand the individual characterie- 
ties of things, aod polities, whtch serves to understand the general charac- 
‘erletics of *>ings, are in 4 contradictory state right from the beginning. 
“Any penere ia particular (one part, one aspect, or the essence). Any 
aeneral can only epproximately include 411 the particulare. No particular can 
be « *pletely inc'uded in the general.... Any particular, efter thousends of 
rveratons, te linked with the particuler of another category (obfjecte, 
shenomena, processes), etc.” (.enin, “Notes on Philosophy”). That « particu- 
a: object t@ particular te because it contains thinge incompatible with the 
general. furthermore, the general, in another aspect, ie relatively stable 
and ta@murable, while che “particular” te continuously changing and moving and 
incessantly battering at the barriers of the “general.” True, the force of 
@uch battery te minimal, but ite uninterrupted quantitative change will lead 
to changes in tle general essence of an object.

| feel that the political essence of literature and art mainly rests in ites 
indirectness, in ite conceptual link with definite social “norms,” and in its 
ideological link with certain future political policies.

(1) Though literature and art contain certain ideale concerning politics, 
they are far from complete political doctrines, nor conerete and feasible 
political programs, What they attempt to express te “nothing elee but human 
nature.”

As aptiy put by Telatey, “the goal of the artiet te not indieputably 
solving propieme, but in saking people love life by means of the countless and 
inexhauetibie iiving phenomena, If if am told that i can write 4 novel and 
use it to .sdubitebly decide on the views on social teeues considered by me to 
be right, then T will epend not even 2 hours working on such a novel.

Its 
etrength indirectiy acte o society, and ic cannot directly intervene in ne 
political life. “Lieae” contained Qu Yuan's political ideal, but it was not 
political, ner did te “serve politics.” Had Ou Yuan been able to introduce 
emocthiy hie political line, he would not have reached the stage of being 
“emaciated and peilid in appearance” and “chanting poerry next to the pond.” 
When he composed “lleac,” there wae no politics to be “served” by tt. 


Nevertheless, for many » are in owr country, in accordance vith the theory 
that “literature and ect eerve politics,” the ieeue of literature and art has 
heen summarily clas» filed as a polatical ‘seue, resulting in the tragic peree- 
eution of wricere and artiete and the “encirclement and suppression” of 
literature .n¢ act time esd again! Comrade Zhong Dianfei [6945 8610 2787) 
pointed out eorrowfulliv: "If dt ie eatd chat literature and art are politics 
itself, what does tt indicate’ It does not indicate anything. What it 
actually means ts that literature and art should perish. Since we already 
have the politice which can lead China's revolution *o victory, why bother 
with euch euperfiuities’ | hope that the readers will not think that TI pur- 
powetully write euch #hocking words and play with concepte. [t i# not @o. It 
in prectwely because of the ever more aggravating controversy between the two 
views on literature and art in the pest 30 years and the tragic and painful 
lessons undergone by ue that 1 have finally recognized the truth.” ("Thoughts 
on Film Literature’). 


Since art (# not political, one naturally comes to the following conclusion: 
The provisions and norms of a political policy cannot serve as the  riterion 
to tudge the political tendency o° an artistic work. The politica. iseue in- 
volved in an artiatic work le coneidered as che “esubtect matter” by art. As 
it tt@elf in the object of artistic tudgment, naturally it cannot “reverse the 
positions of the guest end the hoec” and serve as the criterion to judge 
literature and art. Take the novel “Li Zicheng” for instance: Can we say 











that the politieal polley advocated by Li Zicheng'’s peasant army in che novel 
wae ite polftteal tendency? Obviously not, The reason te because if oo, ite 
polittoe) tendency would apparently fall under the category of Che peasant 
petit: hourgeotele, witle very obviously, the political tendency of “LL! Zicheng’ 
belonged io the category of the proletarian world outlook, The same may be 
said of modern themes and ieeues invoiving current policies. What determines 
whether the political tendency of a literary work te revolutionary or reac- 
tionary '* not the political teeue involved in it, but whether ice interpreta- 
tion of such leave te compatible with reality and consistent with the Maraler 
worid outiook, Ae long ae it te conetetent with the Marxiet world outlook, 
ite political tendency ie revolutionary or progressive. Ase for whether it 
conforms to the requirements in the clauses of 4 certain policy, euch determi- 
nation will be superfluous and arbitrary. According to the law of art iteelf, 
it te contradictory to politics to etart wich. Furthermore, ie it possible 
for ite policy [sic] to be wrong? Who can guarantee that we will not make 
mistakes today and in the future?

(Text) the proper structure of middle school educetion has e« direct bearing on 
the selection of caliente by inetitutione of higher learning, the development of 
qualifies sew students and the supply of able workers for the reserve labor force. 
lt is wy opinion that estructural reform in the urban middie schoois calls for the 
eetablishment of “multiform senior middle schools,” that the reform should mainly 
be directet toward the adoption of a flexible policy of using various ways and 
means in the management of schools, that there should be proper control over the 
development of ordinary senior middle schools, that different types of technical 
and vocational echoole should be developed according to @ plan, anc thac technical 
courses should gradually be introduced into the ordinary senior middie schools. 
The important reforme etated above would enable education to render further service 
to the soctaliet conetruction projects of four modernizat ions. 


Many advantages accrue to the bringing about in a positive manner structural reforms 
in the eystem of higher education in Shanghai. Shanghai is a vital base for indus- 
try, sclence and technology and foreign trade. In other words, 1° enjoys a suprem- 
acy in terme of industrial, economic, cultural and technological) power. The vari- 
ous organizations in society, the industrial ead mining enterprises, tne various 
trades and business enterprises all have the capability of meeting the conditions 
for establishing echoole and various types of vocational schools either by them- 
selves or in cooperation with other interested parties. in view of its economic, 
sctentific and technological development, Shanghai is certainly in a postition to 
raise the etandard of the various types of middle school education. Prior to the 
Great Cultural Revolucion, Shanghai had a long tradition of running various types 
of middle schools. In 1964, there were 76,018 junior middle school graduates in 
Shanghai. After graduation, 26,799 went on to ordinary senior middie schools 

(35 percent of the total for that year), 8,869 (12 percent) went on to mid-leve! 
special achoole, 6,617 (8.7 percent) went on to branch schools, 11,414 (15.3 per- 
cent) went on to various types of trade schools, and 22,128 (29 percent) joined 
the military services, entered cultural supplementary schools or waited for em- 
ployment. In that year, the number of senior level technical and trade school 
students wae slightly lerger than the number of ordinary senior middle school 
students. Thie would seem to indicate that Shanghai ie in « favorable position 

to bring about estructural reforms in the middle school education system and that

Structural reform in middie schoo) education involves such areas ae the develop~ 
mental projectea of the entire educational eyetem, the «economic structure, the 

labor syetem, the eysetem for the admisefon of etudents .1¢ che polley toward young 
intellectuals. This complex social reform also involves » vital question of the 
education and career of thousands upon thousands of boys anc girls. The education, 
economic, labor and financial departments of the city should jointly set up a re- 
form advisory committee and organize the necessary personnel] to conduct a survey 
and research of the principles, the policies and the methoda of the reform and to 
draw up an overall plan on an experimental but positive basie with an eye to the 
best interests of all the concerned parties so that the etructure of middle achool 
education may meet the needa of the four modernizations, the development of talents 
by inatitutions of higher iearning, and the development of the various trades and 
enterprises. in order to meet the needs stated above, {it is suggested that empha- 
sie should be placed on the following. 


(1) Readjustment and ;utting in order the syetem of ordinary middle achools. When 
studying the question of extend‘!.g the period of senior middle school education in 
Shanghai, adequate consideration should be given to the question of how to estab- 
liah different types of ec.ior middle echoole and how to raise their standard 
qualitatively and quantitatively. Aeide from efficiently operating demonstration 
middle echoois and supr. ying institutions of higher learning a large number of 
qualified new atucen’'s, we should aleo make technical education available i ordi- 
very @enior middie schools or offer elective courses in vocational education on a 

| basta. Wo shoul’ etudy ways and means to provide senior middle school stu- 
denis #o0.@ expertisc in the professions and certain skills in productive labor 
within the limitations of the achoole and according to the needs of economic devel- 
opment. 


(2) Batablishment of vocational ciesees or vocational senior middle schools on a 
trial basis. The setting up of vocational classes in ordinary senior middle 
schools of turning ordinary senior aiddle schools into vocational sentor middle 
schoolw requires joint planning on the part of the municipal education department 
aud the concerned labor planning departments. To make the most of the positive 
attitude on the part of the parties concerned in the establishment of such achools, 
the various vocational training classes and vocational schools (not ic ‘uding the 
existing middle vocational and technical + aools) should take different forms and 
adopt different methods. These schools may be established by the e\ucation depart- 
ment, or they may be established by the production and mining ente: prises. The 
length of the courses should be flexible. However, such schools must be estab- 
lished with the approval of the concerned departments so that there way be a uni- 
formity in vocational education in the city. This type of vocational classes or 
vocational senior middle schoole must see to it that, on top of the main cultural 
courses offered by senior middle schools, the students are offered vocational 
courses and the opportunity to acquire certain skills in productive labor. The 
government ig not to be responsible for the aseignment of jobs. It is up to the 

















cooperating unite and the concerned parties to select the candidates for employ- 
ment, The various types of vocational eentor middle echools should hold thenselves 
responeible for making their graduates Cake the entrance examination for admisaton 
to lnetitutions of higher learning. 


(3) Readjustment and putting in order the exieting middie vocational schoole and 
technical schools. Efforts should be made to gradually upgrade the importance of 
senior middle vocational school education to approximate that of middle school 
education ana to set up # proper ratio between middle and senior vocational schools 
and ordinary sentor ai¢dle echoole and @ proper ratic in the courses offered by 
the middle vocational schoole themselves. Our present task is to readjust and to 
put in order the faulty distribution of middle vocational schools and the overall 
pianning of the courses offered by vocational schvols. in the procese of imple- 
menting the policy of readjustment, restructuring, consolidation and improvement, 
the technical schools should upgrade their quality by making the necessary read- 
justmente and well-considered developments in a positive manne: . 


(4) Marshaliing the positive factors of all quarters in planning the establishment 
‘f various types of senior, middle and junior vocational schools and labor and cul- 
tural supplementary schools. These echools are for the benefit of new graduates 


nd old graduates who are looking for employment or waiting for admission to insti- 
tutions of higher learning. They should organize these graduates and get them to 
study « Cure or ecience so that they may acquire some professional knowledge and 
certaln scanual ekille. These schoole are main'y for the purpose of answering the 


difference needa of junior and senior middle school graduates who are unable to get 
admitted to inatitutions of higher learning or to find employment and of meeting 
the needa of @ constantly changing society. After readjuetments have been made, 
some of these schools may be turned into various types of institutions for spare 
time education. In going about our task, we should exercise some foresight so as 
to eliminate the possibility of waste and to make the maximum use of the limited 
educational funds. 


ihe concerned parties should aleo adopt the necessary measures to establish step 
by step an army of teachers and professionals well-versed in the field of voca- 
tional and technical education in order to bring about the neeced reforms in the 
structure of middle school education.

HALNAN EDUCATION BURFAU CALLS MEETING TO EXCHANGE VIEWS

(Text) The Hainan Bureau of Education recently convened « meeting for the exchange 
of views on the work of strengthening the political ideology of students of middle 
and primary schools. Among the 100-odd participants were the responsible comrades 
representing the city of Haikou and the education bureaus in the various counties, 
leaders who have distinguished themselves in political work in the schools, clase 
teachers, pioneer counselors, teachere of political inetruction and representatives

In the course of the meeting, 13 representatives of progressive unite and other 
individual representatives, in talking about their expe~‘ences, generally agreed

ia the way to develop the work of instilling political ideologies in the schools 

to the best advantage. To remedy their lack of idecls for the future, their laxity 
of discipline and an unwillingness on the part of the students to make a serious 
and painataking effort to learn, the teachers of different courses at the Diao Lou 
*rimary School in Lin Kao County make it a practice to inetill in the students ide- 
ological education in the normal course of their teaching. For example, language 
teachers, while teaching such lessons as “Attacking the Frontier Pass" and “The Man 
Who Knows No Fatigue,” told of the fearless exploits of Chen Jingrm (7115 2529 
3389) in acaling the heights in the field of science to inspire the students to ap- 
piy themselves diligently to their studies, to overcome difficulties in captui ing 
the frontier pase, and to learn the necessary skills in order to ens»le themselves 
to make their contributions to the four modernizations. After sustsined efforte 

to make available to the students educa ion of an ideological nature, the school 
showed a decided improvement in disecipl .ne 


To get the inetilletion of political ideologies in the middie and primary schools 
to a good start, it is essential to take into account the characteristics of the 
young people. It is the view of the representatives at the meeting that, while 
their views of the world are still in the process of taking shape, their thoughts, 




















not having been eet, have a high degree of pliability. At thie atage, while under- 
going @ period of intellectual and physical growth, they have a keen desire to 
learn and to emulate role models. That being the case, they are easily swayed and 
influenced in the couree of their activities and their contacts. The work of in- 
atilling political ideologies in the middle and primary achoolse must, in addition 
to claseroom instruction, place emphaeie on education outside the classroom, It

That wae how Han Yan [7281 3601), a 
teacher at the Xin Lian Primary School in Wen Chang County and an outstanding 
schoo] counselor of the province, went about his work with remarkable results. 


Another meaningful experience underlines the importance on the part of teachers to 
eet personal examples and to do what they preach. It te the opinion of the repre- 
sentatives that, in view of the tendency of the students to pattern themselves 
after role models, the thoughts and actions and even the mode of dress of schoo! 
leaders, political cadres and teachers have a profound influence on them. Li Kai- 
ming (2621 7030 2494), a sixth grade clase teacher at we Hainan Middle School, ‘s 
particuleriy adapt in this respect. She treats her students like her own children 
and shows a deep affection and concern for them. She also sets a personal example 
for her studente. She ie the first to do what she expects her students to do, and 
she te the first to observe what she expects her students to observe. Her students 
regard her as a loving mother and mentor, hangs on to her every word, and takes 

her as a model worthy of emulation. Thus, she encounters little difficulty in her 
work as clase teacher, and her studente are able to develop menteliy and physically 
in a healthy manner.

ing results, At the presence time, the level of teaching in the basic ecience and

Last epring, after the party committee of the university had shifted ite main at- 
tention to exercising its leadership in the area of teaching, it discovered a wide- 
apread weakness in the teaching of basic courses in the various deparcmente and an 
unacceptably ‘ow etandard of the quality of teaching. After a period of intensive 
etudy, the parcy commttt e put forward certain recommendations to upgrade the teach- 
ing of basic courses. It called for the teaching of basic courses by the profes- 
eore, associate »:cessore and lecturers in the various departmente and special 
unite who are ex «erlenced in teaching and who have proved their competence as teach- 
era. The par’, committee aiso decided that the principa) teachere of basic courses 
muet be exhaustively evaluated aud aoproved by the university and department leader- 
ship. That represents a basic departure from the practice of having basic courses 
taught by a “relay” of young teachers. The university is to use the quality of 
‘eaching and the compilation of reference materials and suggestions for better 
teaching methods by the teachers of basic courses as a baeis for determining their 
cating tn eclencific research and for their job classification and promotion the 
game way teachers engaged in scientific research are evaluated. Teachere of *ssic 
courses who have demonstrated a correcct attitude in teaching and who have sjcow) @ 
quelitative competence in their teaching are to be given prior considerat 
promotion. This practice has yielded positive results in the teaching of ©» 
courses. During the last school year, 63 percent of the principal teachers of 

basic courses were professors, associate professors and lecturere. “his semester, 
the figure has risen to 73 percenc. 





ln strengthening the teaching of basic courses, the university attaches great im- 

portance to encouraging the teachers to undertake research on teaching in a posi- 

tive manner. Discussion meetings are being held on a regular basis by the univer- 
ality, the departments and the teaching research group for the exchange of teaching 
experiences, especially with reference to the strengthening of the teaching of 








vaele tyecrhes, the dhesemination of basic knowledge and training in basic #kii's 
Teachers make it 4 oractice to attend each others’ clasees in order to compare 
hetes, in addition, the university eleo sends selected teachers to other inetitue 
tiene of higher learning to undergo further studies or to attend lectures given 
by nationally known epectalietse and profeseore or to participate in discussion 
panele in order .o widen thetr field of mnowledge end to upgrade their competence 
in the Cenching of beelc courses, 


After over a year of experience, the quality of the teaching of besic courses 4: 
the whiverelty hee registered an upward ewing. The university has baeiecaliy 
reached ot surpassed the highest level achieved prior to the ‘Great Cultural fevo 
lution” in mathematical analyele in the methematice department, higher algebra, 
optice in the phyeice department, inorganic chemistry in the chemistry department, 
ancient Chinese in the Chinese department, and rudimentary archaeology in the 
hietory department. The various departments have compiled over 50 pieces of in 
proved supplementary material on the quality of besic courses, thue enriching the 
contents of the teaching of the basic courses. As @ result of the etrengthening 
of the teaching of besic courses, an overwhelming majority of the students have 
sown better echievemente.

Reatored and Gradually Strengthened in Cities and Countryside throughout the 
Country”) 


(Text) With their functions basically restored and gradually strengthened in 

rural and urban China, our people's mediation committees at all levels have 

played a positive role in settling civil diep ces and ending feuds. According to 
incomplete atatietice tabulated by 16 pr. im 3, municipalities and autonomous 
regions by the end of 1979, there were over 410,00) mediation organizations staffed 
by nearly 3 million mediatora throughout the country. 


Our party and government have consistently attached importance to the work per- 
formed by the people's mediation organizations since the State Council of the 
Central People'a Government proclaimed the “regulations governing the organization 
of the people's mediation committees," which stipulate them ae mass organizations 
devoted to settling general disputes and minor criminal cases through mediation 
under the guidance of the basic level people's governments and courts. 


ror a long time, they accumulated valuable experiences in settling civil dis- 
putes through mediation. But during the Great Cultural Revolution, as the people's 
courte dieintegrated, so did the people's mediation committees. It was not unt!! 
1973 after the people's courte were reinstated that many localities moved to 
reactivate their mediation organizations. Since the downfall of the “gang of 
four," the mediation committees have scored successes in mediating and sett) ing 
diaputes and in consolidating etebility and unity. Thus far, cases of civil dis- 
pute prosecuted by local people's courte in various provinces, municipalities and 
autonomous regions have been far outnumbered by similar cases handled by their 
corresponding mediation organizations. In 1979, mediation organizations in 
Shandong Province succeeded in settling nearly 540,000 civil disputes through 
mediation, 35 times more than the cases of civil dispute prosecuted by their 
corresponding people's courte. Incomplete statistics indicated that mediation 
committees in 14 provinces, municipalities and autonomous regions succeeded in 
settling nearly 3 million disputes. 


The successful settlement of a large number of civil disputes by the mediation 
organizations has resulted in reducing the rates of litigation, and the number of 

















civil and criminal cases and hes prevented  .rimee, thuae enabling the courte to 
devote more time Co hand) ing more serious and complicated cases, 


Of the cane@w of Jiapute hand ed by the medtation org. atgatione, many could not be 
@CABiiy wettied, Sove cases were very complicated and tough or even dangerous, In 
the absence of mediatico, eome ordinary netahborhood dieputes and family quarrels 
are quite likely to deteriorate into share contradietiona, violence or even com 
Mineaion of murder and suicide, With timely mediating services and patient asetea 
tance provided by the sediation committees, such contradictions can be minimized 
or resolved, feude can be contained and diseaters can be nipped in the bud, For 
example, in 1979, Guangdong Province succeeded in settling nearly 175,000 disputes 
through medfation, prevented commission of over 3,400 suicides and murdere and 
saved over 2,700 lives, Typteal wae the cage of an intellectual couple's marriage 
dtapute satiafactorliy settled through mediation by the Kinglong Neighborhood 
Mediation Committee in the Nankel Dietrict of Tian'in Muntedpality. During the 14 
yeara of their marriage, the couple spent nearly 1) yeare trying to get a divorce. 
Their quarrels arose fros the female's complainta that her hueband never wanted 
to help her out with che house chores and hed never given her any loving cere. 
She algo resented hie evagestion that she get ap abortion when she became pregnant 
for the third time, thus leading her to suspect that he might have another voman 
on hie mind From toen on, thoy hated each other and lived apart for a prolonged 
period of time, Initial efforte were subsequently wade by their respective neighbor- 
hood committees and emplovers to mediate and resolve their feud, but without success. 
In October 1978, the Xinglong Netahborhood Mediation Committee epent 2 months trying 
LO wettie their querrela after ehe pressed for divorce again with the court. Aware 
that ashe loved her two children, the mediation committee immediately gave them 
Inatructiona an to how te (dlesuade their parente from a divorce. Later, their 
12-year-old aon toid hfs sether: "Mama, no divorce! If you are divorced, 1 will 
have to be separated * ov eteater, Once che family is broken, it is unlikely to 
reunite,” it wee '» little talk that moved her to teare, and eventually made her 
anree to become recometled wich her hueband. Noting thie progress, the mediators 
‘oat no time ir cacryfng that message to him, During the meeting, in addition to 
mOlding ble chat .t wae wrome net to take good care of hie family and his wife, the 
mediators rceminded bim ot bie d.fi leulctes tn raising his children without a mother. 
Toward the end of the meeting, he quickly expressed his willingness to be reconciled 
with bie wife. Notine that the condirion was ripe for reconciliation between the 
two sides, the mediators ewiftly moved tc get the ‘euding couple together, accon- 
inving them to withdraw cheir vows for divorce from the court. As a result of 
awif-criticiam, the couple are now determined to live together in harmony. 


Our wyetem of sett! ing the people's feude through mediation has become a subject of 
study by furelen viettorse. During ite recent visit to Wuhan Municipality, « Harvard 
Law Schoo! delegation conciuded its etudy of the role of China's people's mediation 
committees by saying: Chine has done a very good job of preventing «'vil disputes 
from worsening «nd billing them fn the bud once they become known.

'Fxcerpte] According to SHAANXI RIBAO, Fengxiang County has taken measures 
to arrest # einister trend of feudal superstitious activities. in the early 
part of the fourth lunar month (Changeun) commune held a trade fair at 
(Lingahan). Certain people whose th‘nking was seriously infected with feudal 
superetition seized the chance to make contact with each other. They 
launched activities to build temples, with leadership and planning. They 
carved seals end mobilized a number of peopie to go around the place 
collecting donations. Under the influence c* this activity, building of 
temples wee also launched at (Xuanwushan,. cert. in superstitious peasants 
were hoodwinked into abandoning production and going up the mountain to take 
part. Certain brigades and production teams sent trucks and tractors to 
tronsport wood, bricks and lime to the eite. In less than 1 month, five 
large temple buildings were erected at (Lingehan) and three at (Xuanwushan). 
Sect leaders cheated peop'c by pretending to cure illness, while witches 
and wizards dieguieed themselves as gods and devils, confusing the masses. 


in view of these superetitious activities, the leading comrades of the 
Fengxiang County CCP Committee and responsible comrades of the county 
propaganda and united front departments and public security bureau went up 
the mountains to find out the situation and patiently conducted persuasive 
education for the masees. They advised them to go back to work at their 
production teams, The sect leaders, witches and wizards had their errors 
polnted out and were required to immediately cease their illegal activities. 
The county people's government aleo issued a three-point decision: 

\) all bullding of temples must immediately cease on the mountain tops and 
einewhere, and nobody ts allowed to collect donations uncer the pretext 

of butlding temples; 2) a11 material diverted to building temples must be 
taken back to the communes [words indistinct); 3) sect leaders, witches 

and wizerds organizing the building of temples and the accountants, storemen 
and others responsible for the work must be examined at their communes, and 
return chetr tllegally-acquired property. 


Beginning in mid-August, the county office for straightening out social order 
convened the sect leaders, witches and wizards together with backbone elements 

in superstitious activities to explain the policies. They exposed how, after 

the sinister wind of building temples had been whipped up, certain bad people 
seized the chance to fabricate rumors to hoodwink people and engage in corruption. 
Through investigation and verification, they revealed the problems concerning 

the organizers of temple building, and dealt with them according to the nature 

of the case and their attitude.

New Things--on Mr jun Yat-sen in Honolulu") 


[Excerpte) Honolulu, 10 Nov (XINHUA)--Honolulu ie a picturesque place where 
Mr Sun Yat-sen attended school and conducted revolutionary activities when he 
wae @ youth. For this reason, I longed to visit Honolulu more than any 
other place, During this visit, | have had the pleasure of seeing those 

old sites which had something to do with him, 


Sun Yat-sen had two elder brothers and two elder sisters. In 1972, his eldest 
brother, Sun Mei, came to Hawaii with his uncle from Cuiheng village of 
Xiengehan County (now renamed Zhongshan County), Guangdong. Sun Mei then ran 
@ grocery store in MNonciulu and successfully trial-produced rice in nearby 
swamp iand. He en cyed some prestige in Honolulu and his name was listed 

in the 1860 Hawa!’ vearbook. In June 18/9, Sun Yat-sen came to Hawaii with 
his mother, Yang Shi, through Macao via Britieh eteamship "(Glanork) ." 


At firet, he helped his brother ‘nr looking after the grocery store. Three 
Months later, he entered the (olani) school run by the Episcopal Church. 

In school, he used his formal name “Zaizhi." In his biography, he described 
ule ideological condition then as ‘cherishing high ideals and admiring new 
things.” 


After graduation from the (Jolani) school, he pursued advanced studies at the 
(Aushiu) college, then the highest institution of learning in Honolulu. Soon 
afterwerde, he received a letter from his family asking him to return to 
China. 


in the summer of 1594 he made a trip to Tianiin and wrote to Li Hongzhang to 
demand « reform. His demand wae ignored. From then on, he became firmer in 
taking a democratic revolutionary road. 


in the winter of /894 he returned to Honolulu from Shanghai, gathered some 
intellectual youth, small businesemen and small peasants from among the 
overseas Chinese who opposed the Qing regime, and organized Xing Zhong Hui 
[Society for Rebuilding China), the earliest democratic revolutionary organi- 
sation of the Chinese bourgeote‘e. 








Someone told me that there ie a Mr Sun Yat-sen's etatue in Honolulu's China 
town, With high respect, I visited the China town. 


When | took a close look at the statue, I found that it was donated in 1976 
by the Kaobetung Municipal Kuomintang Committee in Taiwan. The overseas 
Chinese and people of Chinese descent in Honolulu very clearly know China's 
history of the past century. Like the people throughout China, they have 
great respect for Mr Sun Yat-sen, a great pioneer of democratic revolution 

in China, The Taiwan authorities "donated" the statue in order to take 
advantage of Mr Sun Yat-sen's lofty prestige among the overseas Chinese and 
the people of Chinese descent in Honolulu. The intention behind the donation 
iw self-evident. Today, the statue is in good condition, but the inscription 
on ite foundation written by the Kaohsiung Municipal Kuomintang Committee 

haw been damaged and blurred by some «ngry persons. Thie shows the fc ‘lowing 
fact: Some overseas Chinese and people of Chinese descent here have said 
that che Kuomintang authorities in Taiwan should contribute to the reunifica- 
tion of the great motherland if they truly respect Mr Sun Yat-sen's will.

Film Co-production Corporation, announced today that agreement had been 
reached between the Shanghai Animation Film Studio and the BBC on co- 
production of a full-length animated film. 





this will be the firet timo that China ever produces a full-length animated 
film in cooperation with a foreign enterprise. 


The Chinese aide is now preparing a script based on 4 Chinese folk tale 
wntitied "Subduing the Spirite" written in the Ming Dynasty (1368-1644). 
The etory telle how an immortal conquers fox spirits. The script will be 
wubmitted for discussion early in the coming year before the Chinese draw 
the main characters. The BBC will endeavor to form a consortium of inter- 
national investors to underwrite a eubstantial part of the film cost. In 
return, the consortium will control all righte outside Ciina. The Chinese 
investore will share in the profits made abroad. 


Mr. Gunnar Rugheimer, general manager of program acquisition for the BBC 
said, "I consider this deal a major breakthrough which will give Western 
viewers an opportunity to savor the genius of Chinese animators." 


rhe cartvon, puppet, paper-cut and paperfolding films produced by the 
Shanghat Animation Film Studio enjoy great popularity in China. Eighteen 
of the studio's productions have won awards in international film festivals. 


The new animated film will be directed by Wang Shuchen, vice director of 
the Shanghai estudio. Wang Shuchen is a famous scenarist-director of 
animated filme who began his career in this field in the early 1950s. 
“Nazhe Conquers the Dragon King,’ which he adapted and directed, was chosen 
as the best animated film in a national poll held earlier this year.

(text | Betiing 3 Nov (AFP)--Chinese students are showing increasing indifference 
io courses in Marxiam-Leniniem, the GUANGMING DAILY said today. 


Quotlog from a study conducted last spring by the communist party propaganda 
department in the provinces of Hunan, Guangdong and Fujian, the newspaper said 
that despite the efforts of their teachers, students either showed no interest 
vr “tatled to accord due importance" to courses on elementary Marxist theory. 


in some teaching (natitut.ons a third of students enrolled did not attend 
clases while others used class time to read novels, write letters, prepare 
for other classes or etudy a foreign language, it said. 


Some disalilustoned etudents felt that Marxist theory had no basis because 
‘he who is in power is always right" or that they could not have confidence 
in Marxism because it could be "changed to suit anybody.” 


Others were reported to have said that Marxist theory was of no use because 
it did not serve to help solve the concrete problems iscing the country. 


Confuston on the subject at the time of the death of late Chairman Mao Zedong 
in 1976 was euch that many students and even some teachers wanted to do away 
with these courses altogether. 


Digetng into the reasons for euch attitudes the study quoted by the newspaper 
wafd that a considerable eusber of people, including "leading comrades" felt 
that theoretical education was not indispensable at a time when China was 
engaged in its economic modernisation. 


it alwo attributed this etate of affairs to the low level of political culture 
on the part of many teachers and the opening of China to the world, especially 
with regord to the influence of Hong Kong.

(Text! Shijiazhuang, November 15 (XINHUA)--The example of a people's commune 
LOO kilometers norvowest of Beijing is indicative of what peasants can do to 
enrich thelr cultural life, save a deputy director of the Hebei provincial 
cultural bureau following a recent tour of the commune. 


Community efforte to set up cultural facilities within their economic means 
are a necessary supplement to government epending, which are still limited, 
the official said. Today, 38 commune-run centers supplement some one hundred 
government-run centers -cattered throughout the province. 


The cultural center of the Xinbao'an commune, a commune with a population of 
13,000, includes a library, reading rooms, a table tennis room, chess rooms, 
an open-air cinema, a sporteground, and an auditorium where films can be 
screened on cold or wet days. 


the Xinbao'an facilities were built in 1975 with 90,000 yuen from the 
commune's public accumulation fund, The commune, in Huailai County, is one 
of the ligher income farming units in north China, with 120 workshops and 
side-line occupation groups run by the commune and its subdivisions, the 
production brigades. 


The cultural faci!{ties are self-suetaining. The 13,000 yuan from 505 film 
shows given last year was enough to cover the operational costs of the commune 
center including pay for the five etaff members. To keep costs within reason, 
the staff members all perform more than one job. The film project.onist, 

for example, draws lantern slides, paints, provides accompaniment for 
theatrical performances, serves as a judge at table tennis matches, and acts 
an the center's accountant. 


lhe center ls open in the evenings, on weekdays and the whole day on Sundays 
and holidaya, Two to three thousand people come every dav to read, play, view 
filma or watch sports natches. 


An amateur theatr‘cal troupe and a story-telling team perform regularly in 
the center and the staff have organized lectures in painting, music, dance 
and agronomy.
